WILL THERE BE AN EXTRA SESSION? 
Specicl Disvatc: to The Tribune 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 26.—Shrewd ob- 
servers who have steadfastly scouted at the idea 
of a called session admit to-night that we may 
have one after all, and Democratic expectants 
of places arerising in their hopes. The ap- 
peals from the business interests of the country 
for a respite from legislation fall on deaf ears, 
and amendment after amendment is piled on 
the appropriation bilis at either end of the 
Capitol, with a full knowledge that they will 
never be accepted by the other House. It may 
be that these accumulating obstructions to the 
perfecting of legislation will be pulled from the 
A priation bilis in the Committee of Con- 
ference, and the Senate and House will indorse 
the action of the Committee, but to-night the 
outlook for a satisfactory termination of the 
session is not good, and should the failure of 
any of the appropriation bills make a called 
session inevitable the wrangling of this Con- 
gress will be carried over into the next. Mean- 
while,the pressure for places under the reorgan- 
ization of the Senate is very great. The South 
is huugry. There are forty-two Democratic 
Senators. Among them are to be divided twen- 
ty-seven clerkships, twenty-flve messengerships, 
twelve laborers, five engineers, and six Post- 
Office‘employes, making less than two to each 
Senator, and if the Democracy reform as they 
promise the number will be largely reduced. 

THE DEBATE IN THE SENATE 
to-day had a very serious bearing upon the ques- 
tion of an extra session, since the same issue 
that is contained in the political amendments to 
the Legislative bill arose upon a Senate amena- 
ment to the Deficiency bill. The House has left 
out the sum provided for the support of the 
United States Courts. The Senate Committee 
inserted $250,000; and half this was needed for 
the usual expenses, and the rest for the prose- 
cutions rendered necessary by the Democratic 
outrages and election frauds. The Democrats 
of the Senate made a furious assault on the 
amendment. Messrs. Thurman, Voorhees, and 
Beck each made most bitter attacks upon the 
particular proposition under consideration, and 
extended them toa general discussion of the po- 
litical amendments on the Legislative bill, and 
declared themselves 
IN THE MOST EMPHATIC MANNER 

in favor of compelling the Republicans to adopt 
or have an extro session. 

The feeling manifested on the subject was in- 
tense, and showed plainly that the leading 
Democratic influences in the Senate were bent 
upon forcing an extra session. Kernan, Wal- 
lace, and Saulsbury took the same ground. It 
had been supposed that Kernan would stand 
against the extreme men in this matter, but he 
has yielded to them. Bayard was the only one 
on that side to oppose the use of what he term- 
ed revolutionary means of forcing legislation. 
He declared his opposition to the House riders 
on the Legislative bill, and at the close 
of the debate the Committee’s amendinent was 
passed by a strict party vote, and the result in 
the two appropriation bills is now vending be- 
tween the two Houses, the one containing mat- 
ter against which the Democrats are sure to 
filibuster, and the other matter which will in-

THE TELEGRAPH BILL. 
GEN. BUTLER’S VIEWS AS TO ITS EFFECTS. 
Specia) Dispatch to The Tridwne, 

Wasninoton, D. C., Feb. 26.—Gen. Butler, 
in the course of an interview, Makes the foliow- 
ing points in regard to the Telegraph bill: That 
there can be no doubt as to the fact that it will 
enable:railroad companies to connect their lines 
and doacommercial telegraph business. The 
case stands thus: All the largely-vaying tele- 
graph lines are only about 4,500 miles, and all 
along the principal railroads to great cities. 
Before the reduction of rates 80 per cent of the 
receipts were for telegraphing from commercial 
business. In the late case decided by the Su- 
preme Court, known as the Florida case, the 
Court held that telegraphy was the transmission 
of intelligence, and so it becomes a part of the 
duty of the Government to regulate it within its 
power under the Post-Office and Post-Roads 
clause of the Constitution, and under the Inter- 
State Commerce clause of the Constitution all 
railroads 

ARE POST ROADS, 
and are bound to transmit intelligence in such 
manner as they may be called upon by the Post- 
master-Geveral, in freight cars or postal cars, or 
by means of telegraphic facilities, if they have 
them, or by lightning express, being paid for it. 
It has been questioned by the Western Union 
Company whether the railroads can transmit 
messages for the general public on the ground 
that telegraphing is not what they are chartered 
for, and that the State would have the rigut to 
control that matter by lexislation, as they are 
generallv creatures of the State. The amend- 
ment autborizes them by law of Congress, which 
is the supreme law over post roads, to do this; 
therefore 
NO STATE CAN INTERFERE WITH IT 

in any way. r 

In reply to a suggestion that the Western 
Union has contracts with railroads that they 
shall not transmit any telegraphic messages 
over lines of railroad other than under the di- 
rection of the Western Union, Gen. Butler said: 
„There are many answers to this. The first is, 
that without any legislation many respectable 
Courts have doubted whether such contracts 
are not void as against publie policy. The Su- 
premé Court has decided that a State has no 
power to make a law to prevent transinission 
over a railroad telegraph, and the transmission 
of telegrams being authorized by the amend- 
ment would remove all doubts as to a contract 
made by a railroad company and post-road not 
to transmit intelligence being 

AGAINST PUBLIC POLICY. 

The effect of the bill will be undoubtedly to 
give a full and complete authorization to rail- 
roads to go into the telegraph business. In- 
deed, as Mr. Howe, of Wisconsin, a very cood 
lau ver., expressed, or charter railroads for that 
purpose.“

JUDGE REEVES. 
TREADING ON THES TOFS OF THE F. F. v.“s. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribuna. 

Wasnincoton, D. C., Feb. 25.—Judee Reeves, 
of the United States District Court in the 
Western District of Virginia, has given the 
Democrats of that section something to think 
about in a charge to the Grand Jury, which con- 
tains the following passage: Conflicts between 
State and Federal Courts are cansed by viola- 
tions of law on the part of State Judges.

The Speaker will deny every feature 
of the charge in the most sweeping and em- 
phatic terms.

„When I was in Covgress I was Chairman of 
the Committee on Pensions, and claims for ar- 
rears continued to come in until our Commit- 
mittee hed over 800 meritorious claims upon 
which the statute of limitation had run. I 
remember one case in particular,—it was that of 
a Chicago man who had lost an arm in the 
service, but who, being well off, declined to put 
in a claim for back pay. But he lost all in the 
great fire, and then he sent in arequest for 
arrears. I took the Chicago claim,—that being 
as strong a one as could be made,—and asked 
the House for instructions. I explained that 1 
proposed to make this a test case. If the House 
would authorize this claim, I should consider it 
as an indication of its wish to pay all similar 
claims, and should bring ina bill covering all 
such cases. Rut, if it rejected it, 1 should con- 
sider the action of the House final, and dismiss 
them all. The House almost unanimously de- 
cided in favor of the claim presented, and I took 
my cue from its action. I reported a bill, but it 
failed in the Sénate. The present bill is almost 
identical with the one Which I introduced upon 
the same subject.“ 

„How much money do yon think it will take 
to pay the claims under this act?”’ ; 

“I do not know, nor do I care. I estimated 
it at about $20,000,000. Under the old law a sol- 
dier was paid only from the time of the filing of 
his papers. What good reason is ere for not pay- 
ing a man from the date of his discharge from 
the service?”’ 

“Messrs. Sherman, Schurz, and Bentley all 
estimate the sum necessary to pay these arrear- 
ages much higher than ou do.“ 

es, I know they do, and they aleo seem to 
assume that a vast amount of fraud will be 
practiced. But why sbould fraudulent claims 
be allowed under the new act — more than 
under the old? There is certainly red tape 
enough about the office, and there is delay 
evourh to insure safety.

A SENSATION EXPLODED. 
THE NEW TREATY WITH JAPAN, AND HOW IT 
, CAME TO BE NEGOTIATED—AN ALLEGED SUR- 

REPTITIOUSLY INSERTED CLAUSE SHOWN TO 

BE ALL KIGHT. 

Dispatch to New York Timea. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Feb. 23.—The letter from 
Tokio, Japan, published to-day in some of the 
New York papers, in reference to the treaty re- 
cently negotiated between the United States 
and Japan, contains statements which have no 
foundation whatever, so far as the nature, 
purpose, and manner of negotiating that treaty 
is concerned. Some years ago Japan made a 
commercial treaty with the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Holland, Italy, 
aml Russia, jointiy. By the terms of that 
treaty Japan is practically deprived from regu- 
lating her own coasting trade and revenue 
laws, and otber restrictions are imposed 
equally disadvantageous to her commer-. 
cia! interests, and humuiliating to the national 
pride. For some time past the Japanese Goy- 
ernment has been desirous of securing a revis- 
ion of this treaty, and 
opened with the treaty Powers to secure this 
result. As the relations of Japan and the 
United States have always been of the most 
friendly character, the Mikado expressed a de- 
sire that the first separate treaty made by him 
should be with our Government. 

The Japanese Minister, in calling attention to 
the restrictions imposed upon bis Government 
by the joint treaty with the seven Powers 
named, informed Secretary Evarts that when 
that treaty was negotiated Japan was a 
stranger to the commerciai customs and 
maritime laws which govern West- 
ern nations, and that while 
such a treaty may have been proper at the time 
it was made, it was unfair to continue it now, 
because Japan had adopted Western maritime 
laws and commercial customs and usages, and 
acknowledged the binding force of the interna- 
tional code which obtained among all civilized 
nations. Japan now desired. therefore, to be 
treated as other independent nations are treated, 
and wanted the privilege of making treaties 
with each of the treaty Powers without interfer- 
ence from the others. In accordance with this 
expressed desire of the Mikado through his Minu- 
ister, a commercial treaty was, negotiated last 
summer between this Government and Jushie 
Yoshida Kivyonari, the Japanese Minister to the 
United Stares, and the treaty was ratified by the 
Senate in December last. 

The statement that a clause of the treaty was 
inserted surreptitiously, through British in- 
fluence at Washington, is without foundation, 
and is ridiculously absurd. ‘The alleged sur- 
reptitious clause is in reference to the date 
when the pew treaty shall go into effect. The 
treaty between Japan and the treaty Powers 
cannot be abrogatea without their consent, or 
the consent of a majority of them, nor can 
Javan make a treaty with any one of these na- 
tions which cannot be shared by the others. 
Hence, it was necessary to provide in the new 
treaty that it shall ge into effect when similar 

reaties are made with the other treaty Powers. 

The treaty in question gives the United States 
no special commercial advantages, and was ne- 
gotiated out of friendly regard fur the Govern- 
ment of Japan, whicb verv properly wants to be 
relieved from the restrictions imposed upon 
Japanese commercial interests by a treaty 
imposed upon the lyeoou at the time his ports 
were forced open to Western commerve by the 
guna of the allied Powers. The fact that 
Japan is now negotiating with each of the 
other treaty Powers to make a _ treaty 
similar to that recently ratified with the United 
States is suflleient to show the absurdity of the 
story published to-day. ‘The clause in question 
was inserted at the instance of Secretary Evarts, 
in order to assure the other treaty Powers that 
this Government was vot reaching for additional 
privileges and advantages in the East, and in 
order. in the event of the other Powers declin- 
ing to make a similar treatv with Japan, that 
the United States would continue its relations 
under the joint treaty.

ernment is regarded as an acknowledgment that 
the United States is prepared to extend to 
Japan all the consideration which is extended to 
the most favored nations. This feeling, mani- 
tested ia Japan toward the United States, and 
the fact that the terms of the new treaty were 
not known, nor its purpose understood when 
the letter reterred to was written, explain the 
reported excitement among British officers and 
merchants in Japan, and account for the blun- 
ders contained in the letter.

ley. It bas been noticed with satisfaction that 
while Maj. Cavagnari is necessarily detained at 
Jellaiabad by high political duties, bis place 
as political officer for the Khyber tribes 
bas been taken dy Donald Macnabb, 
well known as a frontier’ official. In 
hii expeditions such as that just 
brought to an apparently.satisfactory conciu- 
sion in some of the Upper Afridi vaileys, 
it is most important that the military com- 
mander should have by his side a civil oflicer of 
discretion and tact and having great knowledge 
of tribal politics. If current accounts may be 
believed, this has not always been attended to 
in late similar expeditions.

‘The 
provisoire, that now almost — 12 term, 
with a National Assembly which threatened 
never to dissolve itself, and could agree onl 
on overthrowing Cabinets and rejecti consti- 
tutional schemes, was an lnestimable lesson in 
patience,—a virtue which the French Bad always 
iacked. The majority of ope for the 
Wallon clause at last pat an end to the sus- 
pense; but the Republic came into being with 
no flourish of trumpets and loaded with fetters, 
whence it has ouly just extricated itself. Le- 
ritimist jealousies at first, indeed, gave the Left 
almost a moiety of the Senate; but the death 
ot life members gradually led to a compact Re- 
actionary majority, and the Republicans began 
committing mistakes which would eventually 
have ruined their prospects had not the Right 
capped them by still greater mistakes. .M. Du- 
fame was worried into resignation, and the 
Jules Simon Cabinet sueceeded him, notoriously 
the last chance the Left could expect from the 
Marsnal; but the Advanced and Extreme Lef 
with the aid of Bonapartist votes, se 
almost a monopoly of the Budget Commit- 
tea, of which M. Gambetta assumed the Pres- 
dency. A few months passed, the difficulties in 
ihe way of the Cabinet were increasing, and it 
was belleved that M. Simon would before long, 
declaring it impossible to act with such a Cham- 
ber, bave invited the Marshal to dissolve it. 
fhe Marshal would have taken the advice of the 
Reactionaries, woo in any case would bave bad a 
grand opportunity. Had the Simon Cabinet ef- 
fected the dissolution, the ejections would have 
been beld with the Kepublicans divided, and the 
split would have been widened, even if the Right 
would not have ivcreased their numbers. Had 
the Marshal declared, on the other band, as is 
more probable, that a dissolution being thus in- 
evitable he preierred carrvingit out with a Con- 
servative Cabluet, the country would have regard- 
ed this as natural and legitimate, and the Left 
Centre, being convicted of imatility to hold the 
reins, would have had to cheese between a Con- 
gervative and aGambettist Administration. The 
coup of May, 1877, shattered all these prospects, 
effaced all the faults of the Chamber, and 
taught the pation that the Reactionaries, unable 
to agree on any substitute 1 e Republic, had 
no policy but that of straining the law and 
erecting a military despotism under the forms 
of liberty.

BULGARIA, 

Pievna, Feb. 9.—1 arrived bere last night, 
having visited en route Drenova, Gabrova, 
Selvi, and Lovcha. The districts 1 passed 
through are perfectly quiet, and the Turkisa 
peasants express themselves satisfied with their 
relations with the Bulgarians and with the ad- 
ministration of the country. The Mussulmans 
who remained in their villages during the war 
nave not been molested in person or property, 
but nearly all deserted houses have been dam- 
aged or destroyed. Few or none of the richer 
class of Turks have returned. Some of the lat- 
ter have sent Greck or Bulgarian agents to sell 
their property. I am satisficd that all the fuci- 
tive Mussulman peasants, as well as the artisans 
of the towns, will return if they can find means 
to do so, and will remain contented under 
the Christian administration, though the 
upper classes will not be satisfied with anything 
out a Mahometan government. The Turks who 
have returned to Lovcha complain bitterly of 
ihbeir superiors. Having received orders to 
leave the town before its capture by the Rus- 
sians, they point to their ruined houses, and 
then contrast them witb the Mussulman vil- 
lages of Carassan and Aostaval, in the same dis- 
trict) where the inhabitants remained unmo- 
lested throughout the campaign. 

A lively interest is felt everywhere among the 
better classes of Bulgariapsin the approaching 
Constituaute at Tirnova, and 1 find generally 
the same divisions of sentiment already de- 
scribed ig my communications from Tirnova. 
One of the district Governors informed me en 
route that the Constituante would vote for the 
Constitution at the impending session, but that 
the election of a Prince would be deferred until 
a later period. 

I am informed by Turkish residents that three- 
fourths of the Mussulman population of this 
town fled before the entry of the Russians. The 
fourth who remained have been fairly treated. 
Allthe Turkish houses, however, that were 
deserted have been destroyed, causing the town 
to present a most wretehed appearance. The 
Mussuiman population of Pievna join their 
brethren at Loycna in condemuing the action of 
their superiors, especially Nouri Pasha, in order- 
lug them to abandon their homes, the Turkish 
houses which remaioed occupied by their owners 
not having been injured. 

There are no Russiansin the districts I have 
visited, with the exception of officers and non-

The principal 
village of this, tribe was called Balalo, and gitu- 
ated on u little creek whici empties into the 
Cacheo River near its mouth. This village wag 
attacked by the warlike Feloupes about last 
September, and totally * About half 
of its inhabitants were Killed, their heads cut 
off and stuck on poles; the remainder fled to 
the fortified post of Cacheo for protection. Ag 
soon as the weather became suitable for military 
operations, which was pot until late in Decem- 
ber, the Governor of the Portuguese settlements 
embarked a force of about V men in an armed 
schooner, and conducted them to the scene of 
action. It seems the Governor, who is ap 
amiable man named Vicra, was desirous of nego- 
tiating, if possible, instead of fighting, to 
prevent a collision, ordered his soldiers to 

embark with their muskets unloaded. This 
fatal order being obeyed, the whole command, 
except a very few who escaped by swimming, 
were at once overwhelmed and, mercilessly 
slaughtered by the terrible Feloupes, who 
rushed from the woods upon them like madmea, 
and came near taking the schooner, whicha

went overboard. At this juncture the natives 
on the beach gave a tremendous shout and 
clapped their hands at thet,discomitited Porta- 
guese, who had then nothing but the little puff 
of wind to sate themselves from the long knives 
of their murderous assailants. The scuvoner, 
being clear of the creek, proceeded immediately 
to Cacheo, to which post the Governor has con- 
centrated all the reinforcements the settiements 
can possibly spare.

He Will Plead Guilty This Morn- 
ing. 


The Pullman Company Leaves Him to 
the Hands of the Law. 


he Indictment Which He Will Be 
Called on to Answer To, 


The question which nearlyevery third man 
bad to put yesterday was about like this: 
«Well, now that they’ve got Angell back, what 
are they going to do with him!“ It was, of 
course, a very natural one,—so natural as to be 
the first to suggest itself. Inasmuch as an ulti- 
mate and final answer could only be obtained 
by waiting and seeing the results brought about 
by the turning of the legal machinery, the av- 
erage questioner had to content himself with

‘The tyrant 
custom ” bad made the two-foot wide bunk, with 
its striped tick mattress, a thrice-driven bed 
of down,“ and he slept perhaps as well as he 
ever did in one of Mr. Pullman’s palace-cars or 
in dis old room at the Grand Pacific. A modest 
breakiast was sent in to him,—for his tastes, 

ically speaking, are simple,—and 
be ate it with a relish. During the 
morning three or four old friends visited 
him, and cbatted with him in dis 
circumscribed quarters, and he received them 
wit hout betraving the least evidences of embar- 
rassment at being found in such a situation and 
under such circumstances. His ease was not 
affected, but, to all appearances, genuine. There 
was notbing of the vulgar or brazen-taced in his 
demeanor, but, on the contrary, something 
which seemed to say that the jig was up, and 
there was no use in railing at fortune, or doing 
anything else but taking everything as it came 
with cheerfulness and philosophic coolness. 

Arepresentative of Tas TRiscNE walked up 
and down the corrider with him during exercise 
time, and afterwards sat down with him in his 
ceil, chatting with him about his trip, and find- 
ing in him the old-time affability, and the same 
geviality f disposition, fertility of thought, and 
felicity of expression.

EXCEPTIONALLY GOOD CONVERSATIONALIST, 
and enters with spirit into his description of 
what he saw in his travels. The subjects of bis 
sudden departure last summer and his future 
being, as he has steadily maintained all along, 

forbidden ground, no attempt was made to 
draw him out, for the good reason that it would 
have done no good. Whatever is to be said on 
those matters must, as he has previously de- 
clared, be revealed to Mr. Pullman, and him 
alone. Angell was enthusiastic in his express- 
jons of gratitude to Capt. Frank for his many 
acts of kindness on the way over the water, and 
to his custodians at this point for the attention 
shown him, and there can certainly be no 
ling on their part, for a more quiet, 
geptiemanly prisoner never trod a deck or 

paced a cell. 
HE WILL PLEAD GUILTY TO-DAY. 

During the latter part of the afternoon, after 
Angell had received a iew friends and had re- 
trained from seeing more with whom, however, 
be made appointments for to-day and to- 
morrow, there was a very exclusive gathering iu 
Jailor Currier's office.—one of those accidental 
meetings, as it were, which, when tolerably 
under way, require the quiet influence of a lock 
andkey. The parties to the close communion 
were Angell himself, State’s-Attorney Mills, 
and Deputy Superintendent of Police Joe 
Dixon, the names themselves giving a very fair 
sort of an indication as to the object of thedittle 
gathering. Tothe reportorial mind it meant 
and could mean but one thing, —that Angell was 
telling all be «new and was making 
his preparations to enter a  fogmal 
plea of guilty to the indictment hanging 
over him. His conduct ever since his apprehen- 
sion made it about as good as apparent that 
suck a plea would be one of the principal acts in 
“this strange, eventful history,’’ and his own 
admissions since be landed in the country were 
to the effect that he was tired of the suspense, 
of the doubt and uncertainty as to what the 
final outcome would be, and wanted to know 
the worst,—to know it, too, as soon as possible, 
that he might begin at once to wear away the 
years of future imprisonment. Hence the pre- 
sumption, amounting, indecd, to a moral cer- 
tainty, that he was paving the way for a formal 
entering of the terrible confession involved in a 

lea of guilty. Subsequent inquiries, con- 

ucted with such skill as the trained 
hewsgatherer can command, more than 
confirmed this presumption. Angell him- 
consistently refused to aflirm or 
deny. My lips are closea,’’ he said, quictly 
but determinediy, ‘‘on everything relating to this 
forbidden ground.“ But the reportorial ways 
and means. were brought to bear iu various 
forms and im various directions, Which peed not 
be specified, with such success as to warrant the 
assertion that at 10 o’clock this morning Angell 
will come into court of his own motion and 
formally enter the plea which is to be the means 
of consigning him, without further fuss, and 
With an absence of the law’s proverbial delay 
which in these times is something remarkable, 
to a felon’s cell in the Penitentiary. There 
Were some things, of course, which it was not 
necessary that he should disclose to the law offi- 
cers. In fact, all that was really necessary was for 
him to announce his willingness, and indeed his 
desire, to take his septence as soon as it could 
passed, and further than this he did not en- 
ter ifto the details of the crime, to any extent 
at least. Those will presumably be reserved for 
. Pullman’s private ear, and it would not be 
very surprising if that expected interview took 

some time to-day. 

it was taken for granted that Mr. Pullman 
would visit “the boy“ during the morning to 
receive the long-pent-up revelation reserved for 
his special ear. But be did not come. In fact, 
as Angell remarked, he had had no communica- 
tion with Mr. Pullman, and wasn’t aware as to 
What his intentions migbt be. So, after chat- 
ting with bim a while longer, the emissary took 
his leave. aud in course of time brought up at

The Grand Jurors aforesaid do further present 
that Cheries W. Angell, lave of the County of 
Cook. on the 25th day of April, 1878, being an of- 
ficer, to wit: a Secretary of a corporatea company 
called Pullman’s Palace-Car Company, fraudulent- 
ly and feloniously did, without then and there bav- 
ing the consent of tae said the Pullman's Palace-Car 
Company, embezzle and fraudulently convert to 
his own use 4 large amount of money, bonds, and 
property of great value, to wit: of the value of 
$137. 000, the money and property of the said the 
Pullman's Palace-Car Company, the same 
being & corporation organized and incorporated 
as aforesaid, which said money, bonds. and prop- 
erty then and there came to the possession of the 
said Charles M. Angell, by virtue oF such office, 
whereby and by force of the statute in such case 
made and provided, the said Charies W. Ange!l is 
deemed to have committed the crime of larceny, 
and eo the jurors aforesaid, upon their oaths afore- 
said, do say that the said Charles W. Angel then 
and there, in manner aad form aforesaid, the suid 
money, bonds, and property of the éaid the Pull- 
man’s Palace-Car Company, the same being a cor- 
poration organized and incorporated as aforesaid, 
then and there did feloniously steal, tate. and 
cnrry away, contrary to the statutes and against 
the peace and dignity of the same people of the 
State of IIlinois. 

THE PENALTY 


attached to a conviction for larceny—and a piea 
of guilty of course accomplishes that—is impris- 
onment in the Penitentiary not less than 
one nor more than ten years, Just what 
view the Judge, in bis discretion, will 
take in this particular instance is of course un- 
known, but it will probably depend to some ex- 
tent on the statement which Angell makes 
when called up for sentence. He has given the 
lawyers a wide bertb,—sensible man that he is, 
—and whatever statements are made must 
come from him. That they will be fully as im- 
pressive as any that a paid attorney could 
possibly make, no one who knows Angeli’s 
command over his mother tongue and his 
powers of carrying conviction to those to whom 
his words are addressed can ior a moment 
doubt. !

AN IMPERIAL WEDDING. 


Marriage of the Emperor’s Niece at St. 
Petersburg—The Ceremony at the Winter 
Palace—The Guests and the Costumes— 
The Wedding Ball—Brilliant Festivities. 
Correspondence Boston Advertiser. 

St. PETERSBURG, Jan. — — 
wedding has at last taken place. Yesterday the 
daughter of the Grand Duke Michael, the tbird 
brother of the Emperor, was married to the 
heir to the Grand Duchy of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. Among the guests at the Winter 
Palace, who came to be present at the wedding, 
were the father and mother of the bridegroom, 
and Prince Arpulph, of Bavaria, cousin of the 
reigning King. Including guests and servants, 
the Palate now coutains 6,000 people. The 
bridegroom arrived only a few days before the 
marriage, as the climate of Petersburg always 
disagrees. with him. Ihe ceremony took 
place at half-past 12 in the large chapel 
in the Palace. The first persons to 
enter the church were the members 
of the diplomatic corps, all in grand 
uniform (except the American Minister), and 
the ladies in court train and low dresses. The 
court trains are ratheruseless appendages, as 
they are always carried over one arm, but on 
such occasions it is not etiquette to present 
one’s self at court without them. The Grand 
Duchesses have bearers to carry their trains, 
but ordinary mortals are obliged to carry their 
own, and very heavy they seem to be, some of 
therm. 

The diplomatic corps was very large, and took 
up a good deal of room. The priests aud the 
metropolitan were dressed in goid brocade. 
They advanced to meet the Imperial party as it 
entered the chapel, precedea by the masters ef 
ceremonies and gentiemen of the housebold, in 
uniforms of dark cloth, covered with gold lace. 
The Emperor came in with the mother of the 
bridegroom (the Grand Duchess ot Mecklenburg- 
Sebwerin). He kissed the icone which the 
metropolitan held, and stood there while the 
Grand Duke entered and did the same. 
The bridegroom’s mother was dressed in 
a cream-colored satin, with a red velvet 
train nearly covered with gold embroidery. Her 
train, like that of all the Grand Duchesses, was 
borne by two young pages. On her head she 
wore the Russian tiara of red velvet, studded 
with diamonds and rubies, and a long veil of 
rich oid lace. The Czarina came in with the 
Czarewitcb, and was followed by her two eldest 
boys, one 8 and the other 6, who were dressed in 
full dress uniform, and looked like miniature 
officers. The Czarina’s dress, as. well as the 
Grand Duchess Viadimir’s, was white satin, with 
a dark-red velvet train and tiara, thickly sewn 
with diamonds. Sde had innumerable strings of 
pearls and diamonds on her neck. The Grand 
Duchess Constantine wore a train of cloth of 
gold. trimmed all around with sable. Her ear- 
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had jewele—emeralds, pearls, and 
diamonds—strewn all over the front, from the 
neck to the feet. She wore a veil hanging from 
the back of her tiara, of old yellow lace. 

The bride entered the chapel last, with the 
bridegroom. She is tall and fine-looking, with 
smooth, dark brir and dark eyes. She wore on 
her head a smal) crown of diamonds and rubies, 
and a lace veil. The dress was cloth of silver 
and the train was of crimson velvet, lined and 
trimmed withermine. It was several yards 
long, and seemed to be enormously heavy. 
Four chamberlains carried it on their shoulders, 
and the end was carried by the Master of Cere- 
monies of the Gand Duke Michaei’s Court. The 
bridegroom was dressed in uniform. He is 
rather handsome, but looks delicate. The 
Grand Duchess Michael, mother of the bride, 
was dressed in cloth of silver, with diamonds 
and emeralds on her head and pearls on her 
neck. The jewels of the bride were the most 
magnificent Lever saw. She wore a necklace of 
two rows of enormous diamonds. The jewels 
in her crown were very beautiful, and the front 
of the waist of her dress was covered with 
diamonds of wonderful lustre and size. 

The ma e ceremony lasted about an hour 
and a half. I have described a Greek marriage 
in a former letter, so I will not repeat. After 
the Imperial family took their places near the 
altar the maids of hovor and ladies of the city 
entered the church, all in Russian costume, and 
stood behind the diplomatic corps. The outer 
balls were filled with troops of the Guard, all in 
full-dress uniform. The Empress is very deli- 
cate this winter, and was not able to be present. 
His Royal Highness, my Lord the Grand 
Duke Hereditary, Frederick of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin,“ as the bridegroom is called in the 

mee for the day’s proceedings, is a 
utheran, so after the Greek service the guests 
were taken into the ball of St. Alexander, 
where there were three priests in black gowns, 


: Her dress under the train was gray satin, 


—the greatest possible contrast to the 
gold brocade and splendid vestments 
of the Russian priests. Here a second 


ceremony was verformed in German. The priest 
pronounced quite a long discourse. The service 
lasted nearly an hour. After it was ended the 
bride and groom kissed the Emperor and all the 
family, and then left the ball. Ihe guests fol- 
lowed. At half-past ö there was a dinver at 
Court, attended by the high dignitaries of the 
Court, with their wives. ‘Toasts were drank to 
the Emperor and Empress and all the Imperial 
family, the newly-married couple, the family of 
the bridegroom, all tho guests, and finaliy the 
‘clergy aud all faitbful subjects of the Emperor. 
While these were being drank the guns of the 
fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, on the oppo- 
site side vf the river from the palace, fired con- 
tinually. During dinner there was a concert, both 
vocal and instrumental, the best artists in 
Petersburg assisting. The Emperor was present, 
but not the Empress. 

By far the most interesting event of the day 
was the ball, which took place in the great 
throne-room of St. George, at half-past eight in 
the evening. It was a smail affair, the iuvita- 
tions only including a certain number of tbose 
who Were present in the morning. The great 
hall was lighted by innumerable chandeliers. It 
is a little longer than the width, and has a row 
of white columns on each side. There is a gal- 
lery running all around it, the ceiling is arched 
and frescoed, and the walls are stuccoed as they 
can doit only in Russia. They have brought 
the art of stuccoing to perfection bere. in this 
hall the etucco looks like the most beautiial 
carving. At one end of the gallery was the or- 
chestra. Opposite that, under the gallery, is a 
raised dias covered with red cloth and with a 
red canopy over it. On this dais is the throne. 
Imagine this beautiful hall, brilliantly lighted, 
filled with gorgeous uniforms and mag- 
nificent dresses! ‘ihe jewels which the 
ladies wore dazzled one’s eyes. The costumes 
were the same which had been worn in the morn- 
ing,—long court trains and the tiara on the head. 
Such toilettes are much more beautiful by gas- 
light, and more becoming. The chamberlains 
and gentlemen of the chamber wore white 
silk stockings and white breeches, dark coats 
trimmed heavily with gold lace,.and carried 
black cocked bats trimmed with gold. The 
masters of ceremonies carried long golden 
sticks or wands.. At 9 o'clock the band struck 
up the Polonaise from a Russian opera which is 
very popular here, called The Life for the 
Tzar,“ and the Imperial family entered and 
walked down the ball, preceded by the masters 


of ceremonies. ‘ihe Emperor and tue 
mother of the bridegroom led the 
way. They commenced at once to 
dance the polonaise. The guests were 


colleeted in a crowd, leaving only one passage 
free in the middle of the ball. ‘The masters of 
ceremonies, who led the polonaise, or cleared 
the way for it, plunged into the crowd oa one 
side. Every ope got out of the way as well as 
they could, but there was necessarily & great 
deal of pushing and crowding. However, peo- 
ple were ¢ -natured, and as the Emperor 
came next with the Grand Duchess, the swaving 
among the ladies’ petticoats and the bowing of 
the gentlemen’s beads was quite as continuous 
as if the people had not been crowded out of 
their places. The polonaise can hardly be called 
a dance, norisitamarch. The band plays the 
polonaise music, while the couples take hold 
of hands and walk rather fast all about the 
room. 
The bride had on a train of cloth of silver; it 
would have been impossible for her to have car- 
ried the train she wore in the morning, forin the 
polonaise the trains all sweep the floor. The 
Czareypa had on a different train also; pink 
velyet embroidered in silver. ‘The Imperial 
party made a tour of the room and came back 
infront of the dais, where they remained for 
some moments. A little over a year ago the 
Grand Duke Michael was down in the Caucasus. 
He had just finished the brilliant maneuvres in 
front of Kars. How the contrast must have 
struck him between that winter and this! He 
looked like a great General as he walked about 
the room with a remarkably firm. even step, 
and in the glances which he threw around 
be seemed to see every one. He is a hand- 
somer man than his brother Nicolas, who was 
Commander-in-Chief of the army in Europe. The 
Emperor has ile best face of any of the brothers. 
lie looks like a really good man, and the Imes 
of care and thought on his face plainlv show 
that his position of ruier and father of his peo- 
ple has been no sinecure. He bad a kind glance 
and smiie for all the familiar faces as he passed 
by them. The Grand Duke Alexis bas grown 
very stout since be was in America. He is the 
largest of the Emperor’s sons. 
The band continued to play the polonaise, and 
presently the Imperial party started again with 
different partners, going this time ju another di- 
rection. ‘They coniinued this for an hour, and 
some of the gentlemen cf the Court took out 
some ladies of the diplomatic corps to dance, it 
the polonaise can be called a dance. ‘The beauty 
of the toilettes, the blaze of jewels, and the ele- 
gance of the various uniforms iormed a brilliant 
picture which can only be seen in Russia. A 
Cort ball in London does not compare with one 
here lor magniticence. 
Conspicuous among the guests were the mem- 
bers of the Chinese Embassy. They have just 
arrived, and were received by the Emperor a few 
days ago. There are thirty-five in ali, but only 
six were present at the ball. The Ambassador 
isa mandarin of great importance in China. 
They all looked like figures which had just 
stepped off a tea-box. ‘hey were not present 
at the marriage, probably for the same reason 
the Turks were not there,—viz.: they are not 
allowed to enter the Greek Church with their 
hats on, and their etiquette does not allow them 
to remove the hat. Ihe Persians were at the 
church, but took their fezes off. The Chinese 
wear funny round hats with feathers standing 
straight out behind, and the mandarin has a 
diamond button on bis, which undoubtediy ex- 
presses a great deal. He speaks nothing but 
Chinese, but he carries an interpreter about 
with him. They looked on at all the proceed- 
ings with great interest, and were extremely 
polite, bowing and smiling to every one who 
looked at them. 
About 10 o’cilock the Imperial family bowed 
to their guests and leit the ball. The music 
stopped, and the polonaise, as they call this 
bali, was ended. The guests departed rather 
reluctantly, lingering in little groups to talk 
with one another. As we drove away from the 
palace the windows were all one blaze, and the 
whole city was illuminated so the streets were 
as licht as day. Half-past 10 's a very seasona- 
ble hour to return from a ball. A Te Deum 
was celebrated in all the churches of the chy 
yesterday. The bells were ringing a good part 
of the dav and to-day also. To-night and to- 
morrow uight the city will again be ilumiuated, 
and to-morrow there is a grand gala at the thea- 
tre which I shall describe in another letter.

‘THE RACE CASE. 


Mrs. Chapman Persists in Identi- 
fying Lamb. 


A Searching Cross-Examination—Testi- 
mony of Other Witnesses. 


George Freeman Will Be Put on the 
Stand To-Day. 


The trial of John Lamb for the murder of 
Policeman Race was continued in the Crimmal 
Court yesterday morning in the presence of the 
usual large crowd,—gang, rather, for the 
majority of the on-lookers were thieyes, thugs, 
or vagrants. As will be noticed, the testimony 
is somewhat conflicting, but that fact is not 
very surprising, since two people who see an 
occurrence never see exactly the same (letails. 
The accused was not as nervous as at the out- 
set, though he was a little uoset, and sighed 
when identified as the dhe who fired the shot. 
This morning “ Sheenéy George” will take 
the stand, and a very interesting story may be 


looked for. 

When the first witness was called, Col. Van 
Arman arose and requested that the witnesses 
for the prosecution be sent out of the room. 

State’s-Attorney Millis made the same request 
as to those for the defense. 

Judge Williams so ordered. 

POLICEMAN MURNANE 
testified that be knew Lamb, and that he heard 
of the killing of Race about ten or twelve min- 
utes of 10 o’clock, Uct. 4. He was then at the 
Harrison Street Station. Running over to the 
Friedbergs’ with Officer James Wiley, he saw 
some people on the sidewalk. He tried to get 
into the drug-store, No. 472, but the door was 
locked. He saw a borse and wagon in front of 
the pawnshop, and in the wagon be saw some 
silk handkerchiefs ind a bolt of cloth. He took 
the team to the station, and delivered the goods 
to the station-keeper. He had tried to get into 
the pawnshop, but could not. Subsequently, he 
looked for Friedberg, but Was unabie to find 
him. Witness then told about letting the horse 
bave his bead, Pohceman Myer being on 
his back, and his wanderings until he stopped at 
a barn in an aller between Jefferson and Des- 
plaines and Hubbard and Indiana streets, and of 
the arrestof Lane and Linnet at No. 157 Jeffer- 
son street. He went into the pawnsbop between 
II and 12 o’clock, and saw a dim light in the 
front room, and found Mrs. Haryey in the third 
room. 

POLICEMAN SHANLEY 
testified that be left Race that night twelve or 
fifteen minutes before 9 o’clock on the soutb- 
west corner of Polk and State streets, be going 
north and Race south. _Friedberg’s pawnshop 
was about balf a block eff. When witness got to 
Aubbard court be heard a shot, turned around, 
and ran south. Opposite Batchelor’s he saw a 
borse and wagon. He caught the horse, turued 
him around, und drove to Friedbera’s, aud de- 
livered the team toacitizen whom he knew. 
He poticed the silk bandkerchiefs and cloth. 
He saw Races body im the Grug-store. He 
went into the Friedbergs’ afterwards with 
Capt. O'Donnell, and found sixteen bolts of silk 
on the floor. Witness told about the arrest of 
the Friedbergs and the Harveys. The drug- 
store was lighted up brilliantly, and be had no 
difficulty in identifying peopie on the sidewalk. 
He was recalled soon alter leaving the stand, 
and said it was 9:40 when he met Race. He 
made a memorandum at the time, and, by look- 
ing at it, had refreshed his memorv. 

On cross-examination he stated that be had 
talked with State’s-Attorney Mille and Assist- 
apt-Superintendent Dixon (they had followed 
him out) about the time. He commenced the 
conversation by saying he could ind the exact 
time. He did not swear before Judge McAliis- 
ter in the Friedberg habeas-corpus case that it 
was five minutes of 10 when Rage left him. He 
made the memorandum at 12 o’d¢lock that night. 
It was a quarter of 10 when Race leit him. 


JOHN M. HINCHMAN, 


ot No. 67 Sberidan street, who is in the “music 
business,” testified that he left No. 152 State 
street shortly after 9 o’clock op the evening of 
Oct. 4, and walked aown State street, with his 
hands in his pockets and his bead down, on his 
way home. When within 150 feet of Fried- 
bere’s be looked up and saw a man on the side- 
walk. When seventy-five or 100 icet off he 
looked up again, and then a shot was fred. 
There were two men on the sidewalk rear 
wagon, and one man in the wagon. Ihe latter 
was in the rear part, partly bent over. The 
man near the oflicer was a middile-sized one. He 
saw still another, thick set, with a beavy mus- 
tache, and, he thought, a goatee, in the middle 
of the sidewalk. He saw another—a little ſel- 
low—start to run across the street,—a small 
man; and within two seconds of that the shot 
was fired. ‘the flash was in between the man in 
the wagon and the two men nearest it. One 
of the latter wes an officer. Then two men 
came across from the other side of the street. 
He could not tell who fired the shot. He did 
not know what became of any-of the parties 
except the policeman, who was carried into the 
drug-store. Witness was excited, and took the 
next car and went home. 

On tite cross, Col. Van Arman confused the 
witness a little, and made bim contradict him- 
self in some minor matters, but did not break 
him down in anything material. Ihere were 
two women back of him, walking the same way. 
They stopped when the shot was fired, said 
“Ob! my!“ turned around and went north. 
There was another man near by him, walking 
the same way. He saw no Other people. if 
any one bad been in front of the drug-store, he 
ttidught ne would have seen him. 

A recess was then taken. 

At the afternoon session, 

CARRIE 8TILES, 

who lives over the pawnshop, testified that she 
saw the express-wacon about half-past 9, when 
she went ju. Two men were sitting on the seat, 
and seemed to be talking. She saw the face of 
one man. Ile had short whiskers all over his 
face. About eight or teu minutes afterwards 
she heard a shot, and on looking out of the win- 
dow she saw a crowd, and a man being carried 
into the drug-store. 

On cross-examination she said she then board- 
ed with Mrs. Graham; there were two lady 
boarders: besides herself. Carry Wilson was 
with ber when she saw the express-wagon and 
men. She noticed no one on tue sidewalk, but 
she met a colored woman witha little girl. in 
front of No. 463, two doors froin the drug-store, 
going north. She saw no one else. The woman 
hed a pill-box in her hand. Sbe bad never seen 
g ber before or since. 


WILLIAM — 2 
who worked at No. 497 State street in October, 
testified that to the best of his belief he bad 
seen Lamb bef@re; it was ia an express wagon 
on State street, between Eldridge and Peck 
courts. He was on the east side of the street, 
going to the grocery where he worked, and saw 
two men in a wagon, which was in front of the 
pawnsbop. He heard a shot, and saw a flash, 
aud then one of the meu jumped off and ran, 
and the other turned the horse around and 
drove north. It was then he saw Lamb, as he 
was crossing the street, and had to step aside 
to let the wugon pass. When he got across he 
saw a policeman lying ou the sidewalk and a 
colored mau holding up bis head. 
‘Lhe cross was devoted mainly to identity, de- 
scription of clothing, ete. ‘The man he saw had 
a black mustache. aud wore a black hat dented 
in the middle, and a black cont. [Lamb has a 
black mustache, and Wears dark clothes and 
slouch hat.] Witness said Lamb was the “ near- 
est’? tothe man be saw ou the wagon of any 
man he had seen since. 
lis testimony varied somewhat in details 
from that given by him before the Coroner's 
jury, but the changes were of no particular Sig- 
uincance; he had forgotten some things. 
On the redirect be said he said he did not 
think it possible that be could be mistaken as 
to the man. He saw him raise bis hand, and 
then heard the shot. 
On the recross witness said hecould not swear 
that the shot was or was not fired from the 
wagou. 
JOSEPHINE CHAPMAN 


testified that. Oct. 4. five or ten minutes of 10 
o’clock, she started to go to a drug store from 
her house on Third avenue. She went into the 
‘alcove “ in tront of Fredigke's, No. 472 State 
street, and asked a tall, light-complexioned, 
round-shouldered man, Who was standing there, 
to sell her jive cents’ worthof seona. He 
laughed at her, and she turned around without 
going into the store. Then she saw a police- 
man going toward a Wagon in front of Fried- 
berg's pawushop. There was no one in it. Two 
men rusbed toward it. One got in and started 
to drive off. The officer sad Halt.“ The 
man, who had on a brown coat and slouch hat, 
said, Any that takes me off this 
wagon or anything that is in it is a dead mao,” 
and he drew his revolver and shot. That man 
was Lamb. [Sensation.| Sbe was certain of it. 
On the cross, the witness gave a minute bio- 
graphical sketch of herself, and denied that on 
the 26th of October she had called at Fredigke’s 
store and told him she Was the witness who had 
identified Lamb, and that she eame into his

Col. Van Arman’s examination was very long 
and searching, and the witness did not make a 
very good impression. Her testimony varied 
from that given by her at the inquest, not being 
as full.

She denied having a con- 
versation with one William Smith, Oct. 19, and 
telling him she wished she was out of this (the 
ease) —that she was getting tired of it, but she 
was getting well paid. She did not teil one 
Jones, a reporter of the Conservator, in Davis’ 
restaurant, that her name was not in 
that “little nigger paper,”? but was in all 
the Eastern papers, and her picture was 
in one, as pointing at Lamb and saying: That 
is the man.“ She was not beautiful enough to 
have her picture taken. She did not tell a Mrs. 
Alexander that b was not the man. She 
had always said it was he, and would say so 
until she died. [Sensation.] She had never 
said the pawnbroker did it. She was not an 
habitual morphine-user. No physician had been 
treating her for its excessive use. She was not 


crazy. 

On the redirect, she said she had no personal 
ill-will, or spite, or malice against Lamb. He 
had never harmed her. She never saw him be- 
fore that night. He was the man. 

The court then adjourned until 10 o’clock this 
moruing. 

A few minutes afterwards, Mrs. Chapman, 
who had gone out with the crowd, came back 
and complained to Aassistant-Superintendent 
Dixon that she had been insuited. An officer 
was sent along to protect her, and he overheard 
a man call her “a morphine-chewer.” He 
seized this individual and hustied him into the 
court, followed by the mob. . When ar ed 
before the court, Jadge Williams asked that 
affidavits be prepared, and if a case was made 
out he would punish the fellow. The man gave 
the name of Thomas Clark, and denied that he 
had made any such remark. State’s Attorney 
Mills released bim, after getting his residence, 
saying that be would look into the matter. 


HARVARD OPEN TO WOMEN. 


A Plan Arranged by which Young Women 
Will Receive the Same Benefits es Young 
Men, but Without Receiving Diplomas. 
Boston, Feb. 23.—An important movement 

for securing a full collegiate course for young 

women at Harvard, avoiding coeducation, has 
reached the trial point. The plan, first to be 
made public in to-morrow morning’s Advertiser, 
is to admit girls who have received the same 
prevaration as boys at high and preparatory 
schools, and who successfuily pass the examina- 
tions, to the privileges of reciting, in company 
with other girls, to the same professors or 
tutors who instruct the boys; of studying 


the same books; of making the same 
experiments in the laboratory; of 
submitting to the saine tests; 


and, finally, of receiving, at the end of four 
years, not parchment diplomas, like the boys, 
and the privilege of writing A. B. after their 
names, but certificates from the Professors that 
they have passed satisfactorily the same course 
as that which brings the boys their degrees. 
The girls will not bave the eclat of going to col- 
lege, or of taking a degree, but, perhaps, the 
Advertiser observes, the very absence of these 
adventitious circumstances will call close atten- 
tion to the real worth of a college course, and it 
seems hardly likely that so shadowy a college 
life, and so real a collegiate cuncat ion, will at- 
tract any but the studious. The college as an 
justitution takes no cognizance of these stu- 
dents, aml the young women who go to Cam- 
bridge will simply be private pupils of the Pro- 
fessors, organized, when the number war- 
ranuts, into classes and divisions, for the more 
economical pursuit of learning. They will pay 
their tuition fees to the Professors upon a fixed 
tariff, and will use such privileges as the univer- 
sity throws open now to all well-conducted per- 
sons of either sex not connected with the 
coliege, such as lecture courses and the privi- 
lege of consulting the lbrary. The organiza 
tion under which the paraliel college is to be 
conducted is a simple one. Seven ladies resid- 
ing in Cambridge, most of them members of 
houseboids of Professors, with a gentleman 
unconpected with the college as Secretary, will 
act as a committee, or Board of Manacement, 
and their function is to secure suitable lodgings 
for the students, to establish, with the Pro- 
tessors, the tariff of fees, and, in general, to act 
as a superintending aud advisory board. The 
Professors themselves have given iu their ad- 
hesion to the plan in the most cordial and en- 
couraging manner, and the work will begin sys- 
tematically at the opening of the collegiate 
year. 7 


A DANGEROUS MANIAC. 


He Fortifies Himself in a Garret, but Is 
Finally Captured by Sprinkling Him With 
Chloroform and Throwing Ked-Pepper in 
His Eyes. 
Cerrespondence Detroit Free Press. 

Furnt, Feb. 24.—At about 8 o’clock last even- 
ing a man some 35 or 40 years of age called at 
the residence of Charles Smith, a prominent 
pusiness man, and a resident of the Third Ward, 
in this city, and was instantly recognized by Mr. 
Smith, who had met him some years since in 
Shiawassee County. His name is Shelton M. 
Tbompson, whose father is a farmer, and resides 
about one mile from the Village of Corunna. 
After a greater part of the evening had been 
spent in conversation (which, on the part of the 


stranger, was of a rambling nature) Mr. 
Smith showed him to a room and 
bade bim  good-night. After a few 


moments had elapsed the stranger again made 
his appearance and calling Mr. Smith aside pro- 
ceeded to narrate his troubles, which were of a 
domestie nature, claiming that he was au out- 
cast and was deprived of the blessings of a home 
and friends. During his conversation he be- 
came boisterous, and claimed that he would 
soon put ap end to himself. All attempts on 
the part of “Smith to console and quiet him 
proved futile, and be saw that some thing must 
be done to save bimself and family from the 
injuries they might receive from the hands of 
one who was seemingly unaccountable for what 
he might do. 

At this juocture Mr. Hall, a gentleman who 
was stopping at the house, was called in, and an 
attempt was made to persuade the maniac to 
leave the premises, but be stubbornly refused 
to do so, and taking a large jack-knife from his 
‘ket be opened the blade, then opened his 
clothing, and vowed he would take his own lifc. 
He was persuaded to put up the weapon, and 
soon Sheriff Pbillins, with Deputy Miller, ar- 
rived, and at once set about the task of remov- 
ing him from the premises. Finding that coax- 
ing and talking would do no good, they deter- 
mined on bringing main force to bear, and being 
strong, able-bodied men, rom seized hold of 
him, but he was seemingly endowed with super- 
human strength, and burled them to the floor, 
at the same time kicking Mr. Phillips severely in 
the pit of the stomach. tiere Miller rallied, 
and, making a desperate plunge. with one arm 
encircled Thompson’s neck, but was as suddenly 
thrown from him, reeeiving severe injuries. 

A revolver was here pointea st Thompson, 
which he paid but little attention to, but set to 
work to place himself ing better attitude for 


defense, at which juncture the parties 
withdrew for a few minutes to lay 
some plan to capture him. He st once 


left the room, and passing up-stairs en- 
tered a garret, and, — 2 boxes, trunks, etc., 
proceeded to intrench meelf. Another at- 
tempt was made to capture him, while he de- 
fended himself with a large cane, which he had 
wrested from one of the officers. He broke the 
windows in this apartment in fragments, after 
which he took down a clothes-line in the room, 
fastened it to the door-knobd, tied it to some- 
thing securely, and then replaced the boxes, 
trunks, etc., against the door, and awaited an- 
other attempt at ap entrance. An attempt was 
made to fill tle room with chloroform, in order 
to stupefy him, but, owing to the windows being 
broken, no effect was produced. 

At the time of writing, II a. m. Monday, the 
madman holds the fort, and arrangements are 
being made to pass a stream of gas into the 
room, hoping to render bim unconscious, and 
thereby capture nim. Great excitement pre- 
vails, and an immense crowd is watching the 
proceedings.

The seat of government is the 
only proper place for the meeting of the 
Supreme Court of the State, and we question 
whether there is another instance in any 
State of such a Court making a grand tour 
every year, or that a Court representing the 
whole State should hold its meetings in va i- 
ous localities. Our peripatetic Supreme 
Court has been an anomaly, and we hope the 
Senate bill will become a law. without delay. 
We understand the bill turns over the Court- 
Houses and libraries at Ottawa and Monnt 
Vernon to the Appellate Courts of those dis- 
tricts, which will be of convenience to those 
tribunals which really ought to be empow- 
ered to hear and finally determine two-thirds 
of the business now taken to the Supreme 
Court. 


OPENING THE DOOR TO FRAUD. 
Mr. Hewirr, of New York, declares that 


it is impossible for Republicans to under- 
stand the motives which govern the Demo- 
cratic party in their desire and fixed deter- 
mination to erase from the statute-books 
every provision which infringes the personal 
liberty of the citizen.” All wrong, Mr. 
Hewitt. The motives of your party lead- 
ers in seeking the repeal of the Federal Elec- 
tion law, for instance, are palpably obvious. 
The pretense that the personal liberty of 
the citizen” has anything todo with this 
desire is too shallow to deceive the merest 
novice in politics. The law is not aimed at 
citizens possessing the right to vote, but at 
persons attempting to exercise a right they 
do not possess. The Supervisors’ law secks 
to protect the liberty of the citizen by pre- 
serving from nullification his honest vote, 
through the deposit of a fraudulent ballot. 
The Supervisor seizes the scoundrel in the 
very act of attempting to pollute the ballot- 
box by the deposit of a fraudulent vote, and 
hurnes him off to jail. Thus the personal 
right of the honest citizen to cast one ballot 
is protected equally against the repeater who 
would cast a dozen ballots and the person 
who, possessing no right to vote at all, im- 
pudently offers to cancel a legal vote with a 
fraudulent vote. This is the exact character 
and effect of the law which the Democratic 
party proposes to erase from the statute- 
books. The proposition to erase it, 
then, becomes not a grand effort at tbe en- 
largement aud protection of the liberty of 
the citizen, but a despicable conspiracy to 
rob honest men of their votes by affording 
an opportunity for repeaters and fraudulent 
voters to mingle with them ballots which are 
printed lies. 

The indulgence of Democrats in glittcring 
generalities about ‘‘the liberty of the citi- 
zen,” as a pretext for the removal of a neces- 
sary guard for the protection of that lib- 
erty,” will not save the Democratic party 
from the scorn of all honest men. It isa 
fact of history that all laws devised for the 
preservation of the purity of the ballot-box 
in this country have been devised and press- 
ed to adoption by the Republican party. It 
is equally true that, almost invariably, neces- 
sity has compelled the enforcement of such 
laws as against Democrats and the 


‘Democratic party exclusively. A striking 


instance of this fact is found in the records 
of the two great political parties on the sub- 
ject of the registry of voters in large cities. 
The Democratic party invariably opposes a 
registry, and the I. publiean party as invari- 
ably supports it, The tendency of Demo- 
crats to commit, and of the Democratic party 
to wink at, election frauds is so manifest and 
strong that the Republican party has been 
compelled to hedge about the ballot-box with 
special protective laws. But all these enact- 


ments have proved insufficient to entirely re- 


press the evil; and at every important elec- 
tion, even in the most enlightened cities: of 
the North, necessity bas compelled the or- 
ganization of corps of unofficial guards to act 
outside the polling-places in the repression 
of the very general desire of Democrats to 
vote more than once, or to vote when they 
have no legal right to exercise the fran- 
chise. So notorious is this fact that 
an essential precedent condition of a 
Republican victory in any and every 
urban district in the United States 
is not merely the polling of every Republic- 
an vote, but an adequate provision for pre- 
venting the polling of fieudulent votes by 
the Democratic. party. Under the Twerzp 
regime in New York City, repeating, fraudu- 
lent voting, and ballot-box stuffing was car- 
ried to the lowest deeps of infamy by the 
Democratic party. Even Mr. Hewrrr has 
not the hardihood to claim that the Demo- 
cratic party of New York reformed the 
abominable practices of Twrrp and the 
Tammany Society. He says that the peo- 
ple cured the evil,” and argues that ‘‘ abuses 
of this sort can be much more effectual- 
ly remedied by the people than by a central- 
ized power.” The inference from his argu- 
ment is that the nation must submit to 
fraudulent elections. of Congressmen until 
the States from which they are sent choose 
to reform their eleciion practices,—a stale, 
flat, and unprofitable conclusion. 

There is logie in the Democratic party 
position, however, if there is neither a sense 
of public virtue nor personal honor in the 
attitude of individual members of the party 
in advocating the repeal of all laws enacted 
for the protection of the purity of elections. 
For we venture the assertion that there is 
not on record in the whole history of elec- 
tions in this country an instance of an or- 
ganized-effort on the part of the Democratic 
party to guard the ballot-box against fraudu- 
lent Republican votes. And the fact that 
there is no such instance is evidence that the 
Democratic party has no fears of Republican 
repeaters, or of fraudulent Republican votes. 
This, then, is the situation: The Democratic 
party, as a party seeking power, has nothing 
to gain and éverything to lose by affording 


the protection of the law tothe purity of

elections. Hence it proposes, in the language 
of Mr. Hewrrr, to erase from the statute- 
books every provisio# which infringes the 
liberty of the citizen”; that is to say, the 
“liberty” to vote whether he has the right 
to vote or not, and the liberty of the re- 
péater to repeat his vote as often as he can 
do so without getting in the Penitentiary,— 
a villainous creed of avillainous party. Mr. 
Hewrrt cannot point toa single instance of 
the abuse of the privileges of the Federal 
Election law, cannot name one honest citi- 
zen who has been deprived of the rights of 
suffrage by it ; but he proposes to sweep the 
law from the statute-books, assuming that it 
infringes the liberty of the citizen. This is 
mere twaddle, and it is quite impossible in view 
of this utterance to regard him as more hon- 
orable than his Demoeratic fellows who vote 
for the measure with the distinct, definite 
hope and expectation of benefiting by the 
fraud to which its passage would open wide 
the door. 

No act of the Democratic party since the 
close of the War more clearly shows its cor- 
rupt character than the proposttion to repeal 
a provision of law locking solely to the pro- 
tection of the purity of the ballot-box. The 
solid Democratic vote for it in the House 
shows that every Democrat‘ will get what 
he can” by fair means or foul, and that the 
party asa whole is animated by no higher 
aims than during the late War, when it sym- 
pathized with the cause of rebeliion, and 
gave aid and comfort to Rebels. 


LAST WEEK OF CONGRESS. 
The present Congress expires by constitu- 
tional limitation with the 3d of March, and 


the 3d of March by legislative construction | 


expires at noon on the 4th of that month. 
At noon, therefore, on Tuesday next the 
present Congress will pass out of legal exist- 
ence, and its powers and opportunities for 
good and for evil will cease forever. As 
usual, the mass of necessary legislation has 
been postponed until the last week of the 
session, and faction is in a position to make 
whatever demands it thinks proper under 
the threat of refusing the appropriations 
necessary to carry on the Goverament. 

In the effort to grasp control of the Gov- 
ernment the Democratic party in the House 
has pushed the spirit of faction to the verge 
of revolution. Outside of Congress the party 
has by violence, by intimidation, by coercion, 
by fraud, forgery, and perjury, destroyed all 
freedom of elections in the late slaveholding 
States, and returned as elected an almost 
unanimous Democratic representation in the 
House for the next Congress. Despite this 
most extraordinary proceeding, the majority 
of the party in the whole House will be so 
close and so uncertain as to threaten the 
ascendency of the Democrats in that branch 
of Congress. Moreover, so flagrant was the 
violence during the recent elections that a 
number of the members-elect are in danger 
under the law of Congress of being convicted 
of crime, and of necessity unseated. The 
guilt of these persons is substantially ad- 
mitted by the efforts made to repeal the law 
under which they may be convicted. The 
presence of these men inthe next Congress 
is essential to a Democratic majority, and 
hence the Democratic effort to make all 
other legislation dependent upon the repeal 
of that law. 

At the same time the general proceedings 
in Congress have been of a most profligate 
character. Both Houses in a fit of cowardly 
sentimentalism passed a bill professing to 
equalize pensions, but so ill-considered was 
the measure that now no one can estimate 
what the amount needed will be, nor the 
amount actually voted to the several pen- 
sioners. Some pensioners will get one hun- 
dred dollars back pension,” others will get 
several thousands, while others will get 
nothing. Two hundred millions of dollars 
will not perhaps foot the bill, while it is 
notorious that from 10 to 80 per cent of 
the pensions now paid, and of course of the 
back pensions, are fraudulent. The law 
makes no provision for an examination or 
for any protection against a repetition of 
these frauds. 

Hardly less scandalous was the appropria- 
tion of eight or ten millions of dollars for 
so-called river and harbor improvements,— 
an ingenious and demagogical device to 
plunder the Treasury to furnish local capital 
for members of Congress desirous of re-clec- 
tion. Nine-tenths of these appropriations 
are for notorious and shameless frauds upon 
the country. 

The average Congressman assumes that it 
is his first and most important duty to appro- 
priate as much money as pessible. It does 
not seem to ever enter his mind that the 
Government has no money save what it 
raises by taxation, and that when he appro- 
priates a million of dollars to be expended 
by the Government it requires the collection 
of about one million and a quarter of dollars 
taxes to raise the money and meet the cost of 
collection and thé waste and loss in expend- 
iture. If each of these appropriation bills 
required the levy of a tax to raise the money 
necessary to meet the expenditure, perhaps 
some of these Congressmen would not be so 
boastful of their liberality in voting gratui- 
ties, bounties, and subsidies to be paid out 
of other people’s subsiance. The fact re- 
mains unchanged, however, that every dollar 


|| appropriated necessitates more than a dollar 


of tax, and that every dollar wasted or given 
away is so much taken from a producer with- 
out justification. The Senate, to whom the 
country has a right to look for prudence, 
moderation, and conservatism, and which 
was intended by the Constitution to exercise 
some restrdint upon the demagogism of the 
House of Representatives, spent several 
days laboring industriously to voie a subsidy 
of three millions of dollars to a sturdy 
pauper named Jonx Roaca, who runs asbip- 
yard in Philadelphia, and the Senate never 
yielded until the money was voted! When 
it is remembered that this subsidy is but the 
prelude to a dozen gthers equally infamous. 
the significance of the action of the Senate is 
lamentable. | 

Among its other revolutionary proceed- 
ings, the House of Representatives, in order 
to get votes enough to control the House, 
deliberately voted within the last week to 
expel two Republican members in order to 
admit two Democrats, thus gaining two 
votes, and dividing #25,000 in money be- 
tween twe Democrais who had never been 
elected by the people. 

In the meantime the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in the interest of the public, com- 
municated to Congress information that, ow- 
ing to a serious defect in the Revenue law, 
the Treasury lost about ten millions of dol-

$200,000,000 under the plea of paying back 
pensions, and $8,000,000 under the pretext 
of improving rivers and harbors, it has reso- 
lutely and defiantly refused to establish 
national savings-banks, in which the Ameri- 
can people might invezt so much of. their 
earnings as have not already been stolen by 
the private s&vinigs-banks. These latter in- 
stitutions now hold some thousand or more 
millions of the people’s savings, which they 
hold and in some States are protected by 
law from paying out, and because these 
private banks, many of which are unable to 
pay, do not want the national savings-banks 
established, Congress defiantly refused to 
permit them. While the United States is a 
botrower to the sum of nearly two thousand 
millions of dollars, Congress, at the dictation 
of these private banks, refused permission to 
the people to deposit their savings in the 
Treasury. 

Within the next few days the lobby at 
Washington will be active. Money will flow 
out of the Treasury for every conceivable 
job, speculation, and fraud; party zeal will 
precipitate national affairs to the verge if 
not to actual revolution; Congress will close

THE FIATISTS’ FOOLISHNESS IN CONGRESS 

The gentleman with the romantic name of 
Gruzert pe 1A Matre, who hails from the 
matter-of-fact State of Indiana, has issued 
an address on behalf of those members of 
the next Congress who were elected as 
Greenbackers, independently of the two 
chief political parties. This address claims 
that the persous so elected hold the balance 
of power in the next House of Representa- 
tives, announces that they have resolved to 

ct together in securing the organization of 
that House, and confesses that they pro- 
pose to wield that power for the sole pur- 
pose of embodying our principles in law.” 
This is practically a notice to the two parties 
which may dispute the control of the House, 
in case soms fifteen or sixteen members act 
independently of both of them, that deither 
fhe Democrats nor the Republicans will be 
allowed to organize the next Congress unless 
one or the other shall agree, in consideration 
of the Greenback vote, to pass the legislation 
demanded by the Greenbackers. We do 
not know, nor can any one say with 
certainty, that the Greenbackers in the 
next Congress wilhng to act independently 
of both the Republican party and the Dem- 
ocratic party are numerous enough to dictate 
any such barg un as Mr. De ra Marre pro- 
poses; but we do know that neither of the 
two leading perties can enter into any such 
bargain nor comply with the proposed con- 
ditions without courting defeat at the hands 
of the people at the next general election, 
which will inelude the choice of the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Mr. De 1a Martyr's address sufficiently 
indicates that the purpose of the little clique 
he represents is to carry out all the extreme 
measures proposed by the Fiatists previous 
to last fall’s electiob, and conceived at the 
time they were engaged in predicting and 
in endeavoring to compass the failure of re- 
sumption. ‘The issue is not merely upon the 
proposed substitution of Treasury notes for 
National-bank notes, which might be dis- 
eussed on its own merits, but upon 
the usual propositions urged by the 
extreme Greenbackers. It is held that the 
Constitution vests in the Government the 
exclusive power to issue and regulate the 
volume of paper money, though there is no 
word in the Constitution which warrants 
any kind of paper money. It is contended 
that resumption has intensified the distress 
of the country, which is in clear violation of 
the fact, and hence there will be a demand 
for undoing what has been done. The exac- 
tion of the Greenbackers, as represented by 
Mr. De 14 Martyr, is a volume of full 
legal-tender money equal to the demands of 
prosperous, productive enterprise,” which 
is merely a euphemism for an unlimited in- 
flation of an irredeemable currency. In one 
word, the Greenbackers, or more properly 
the Fiatists, want to urge all the wild and 
threatening legislation which the people 
refused to sanction at last fall’s election, and 
desire to secure their end by intimidating 
the Democrats or Republicans in Congress 
into an acquiescence, 

This scheme will not succeed. We believe 
that a majority of the Democrats as well as 
a majority of the Republicans will volunta- 
rily oppose any alliance with the Greenback- 
ers on the terms proposed, and we are cer- 
tain that neither party dare to enter into the 
bargain suggested. ‘This matter of resump- 
tion bas been thoroughly canvassed and 
definitely settled. Both the Republican and 
the Demoaratio party platforms of 1876 de- 
manded a resumption of specie payments, 
and the Democratic platform went so far as 
to arraign the Republican party on the 
charge of incompetence for having delayed 
so long in restoring a specié basis. In 1878 
the Democrats in various sections of the 
country pandered to a considerable degree to 
the fiat fallacies, which the managers erro- 
neously supposed to be popular, and the re- 
sult was a considerable reduction in their 
representation in the popular House of Con- 
gress. The fall election put an end to active 
agitation for the repeal of the Resumption 
act ; and, when the matter was injudiciously 
called up in the House a few days ago, the 
proposition to repeal, which received two- 
thirds majority of the same House 
at the last session, could not muster 
two-fifths of the votes, and received 
a large proportion of that number simply 
on the ground of consistency. It would be 
foolhardy for either party under these con- 
ditions to submit to the demands. of the 
Fiatists, and any advantage secured in the 
organization of the new House on such 
terms will be largely overbalanced by the 
resulting loas of popular respect and confi- 
dence.

try is concerned. The Chinese Government, 
so far from framing any such laws, bas al- 
lowed the Six Companies to go on with their 
unlawful work without any remoustrance 
or auy notification to them that they were 
violating the treaty. They have bought 
their Coolies, corraled them, and shipped 
them over from the large poris of China 
without any interference by the Govern- 
ment. Where other countries have sent us 
a single vessel-load of their vagabonds or 
conviets we have sent them back on the 
same vessel with angry remonstrauces, but 
in the case of China we have al- 
lowed her to send hundreds of veesel-loads 
of the very scum of her population, in viola 
tion of the treaty provisions, withou! taking 
any action until now, when the evil. effects 
begin to appear and new dangers constantly 
arise from the rapidly-increasing swarm of 
Mongolian Coolies that has already paralyzed 
the labor of the Pacific Slope, and is now 
flocking over the mountains to prey upon 
the industry of the East. By this treaty, 
over which these sentimentalists make so 
much ado, Americans cah only enter five 
ports of China and the Chinese can enter 
any port of the United States. Americans 
cannot go into the interior of China without 
passports, aud even then are exposed to the 
most stringent surveillance, 
Chinese rabble and refuse may swarm all 
over our broad domain without let or 
hindrance, free to enjoy their paganism, 
their filth, their diseases, and their revolting 
social practices. 

Even if the Chinese Government had not 
warranted us in immediately abrogating this 
treaty by its own deliberate violation of it 
from the very day on which it was ratified, 
it is justifiable to do so, as Mr. Brarwe has 
shown in his powerful letter, whenever the 
Government adjudges that its continuance 
is pernicious to the State. No sane man can 
deny the overwhelming testimony that this 
treaty is pernicious in its effects upon labor, 
upon society, upon government, upon moral- 
ity, religion, and the public health.

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A GEORGIA MURDER.

Macon, Ga., Feb. 26.—The particulars of a 
terrible killing have just reached this city from 
Crawford County. It appears that some year or 
two ago Mr. Mack Robertson, a prominent 
planter of this section, and a member of the 
frm of J. W. Lathrop & Co., of Savannah, em- 
ployed a man pamed Humber as overseer on one 
of his plantations.

Echoes from the Pacific Coast-But One 
Voice on the Chinese Question. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Feb. 26.—A Portland 
(Ore.) dispatch says that at a special meetiug of 
the Board of Trade the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the Hoard of Trade of Portland, 
Ore., heartily indorses the action of Congress in 
passing the Chinese Restriction-Immigration ball, 
and earnestly solicits tae President of the United 
States to approve the same, believing that in so 
doing he will not only confer upon the people of 
the Northwest Pacific Coast, but on the American 
nation, now and hereafter, the greatest benefits 
which can possibly follow to the trade and com- 
ae of the United States, and to society at 

The resolution was forwarded by telegraph to 
Presiaent Hayes, signed by the Vice-President 
and Secretary of the Board. 

The Republicans of the Eleventh Senatorial 
District have telegraphed the President asking 
him to sign the Chinese bill as a measure to 
promote the happiness and prosperity of the 
Golden State. 

The Nevada Senate to-day passed by unan- 
imous vote a resolution and memorial praying 
the President to sign the Anti-Chinese bill. 

The Bu lelin this evening says: It would be 
a hopeless task to correct all the false state- 
ments, statistical, political, and ethical, afloat 
at the East on the Chinese qyestion. Prof. 
Williams said in a letter yesterday that 4,000 
more Chinese returned than came over last 
year. We have examined the Custom-House 
returns, and find that the total arrivals of 
Chinese for 1578 was 6,675, and ‘the de- 
partures 6,071, which shows an excess of arrivals 
of 604. It is true the Chinese bave gone up 
and down the coast from this port, and some 
to the Sandwich Islands; but, as the object was 
to show that there was no danger of being 
overrun by these people, departures fof China 
must alone be taken as atest. The excep- 
tional state of things which prevailed in 1878 
must also be taken into consideration. The 
disturbances which took place inthe year pre- 
ceding in this city indicated that the heavy 
stream of immigration would not be tolerated, 
The Six Companies telegraphed for no more to 
come, and as a consequence there was tem- 
porarily a great falling off in the living tide.” 
The Post, on the same subject, says: 
„Chinese immigration will be renewed this 
year in far greater proportions unless the bill 
is approved. As an indication of what may be 
expected, it is sufficient to state that one of 
the Pacific Mail steamers engaged on the 
Panama trade bas been withdrawn and placed 
ov the China line. Increased facilities for im- 
migration are not provided on chance.”

BOT TOY AFLOAT AGAIN. 


He Commences Uis Trip to the Gulf—A 
Swim of Two Thousand Two Hundred 
Miles, 

By Telegraph to New York Herald. 

RocugsTer, Pa., Feb. 24.— For the past few 
days the city bas warmly discussed the proposed 
voyage of Capt. Paul Boyton from Pittsburg to 
the Gulf of Mexico, Early this morning thou- 
sauds gathered on the banks of the Allegheny 
River, in front of the Robinson House, to see 
the intrepid voyger enter the water. Opinions 
were expressed that even the Captain’s fron 
nerve would shrink irom the sight presented in 
the river, as cake after cake of the heavy shore- 
ice went whirling past in the swilt current. As 
8 o'clock, the time for the start, drew nich, and 
no signs of Capt. Boyton were seen, it became 
evident to the waiting crowd that there was 
something wrong, and they began to shout vig- 
orously. ‘The cause of the deluv was that when 
the Captain rose at 6 o’clock he found that be 
was suffering from want of sleep. Boytor de- 
prived himself of rest last night by lect- 
uring in Allegheny City, for the benefit 
of the poor, and the loss of sleep. 
coupled with the amount of bratu-work he has 
been doing lately, brought on a severe attack of 
vomiting. Then the usual breakfast of toast 
and eggs was eaten, and the hero of the day 
once more donned his rusber su.t. A passage 
was cleared by the police, from the hotel to the 
river, through which Boyton quickly passed. 

On reaching the water’s edge he paused a 
moment, and, stretching his graceful form to 
its full hight, he said to the crowd: 

„ bave 2,200 weary miles of water before me, 
—the chair that binds the North to the South. 
I cannot promise to reach the Gulf, but I will 
do mv best, and that is as much as I have ever 
done.“ 

Then he shook bands with his friends, and the 
last oue who grasped his hand was Mr. Thomas 
McAffrey, whom Boyton rescued at the very 
spot twenty years dgo. With a slow, labored 
movement he made his way over a huge cake of 
ice. and a loud splash announced that the 
Captain was once more afloat. Grasping bis 
paddle he struck out from the shore for the 
channel current, m which he soon floated with 
miniature icebergs and rubbish. Inafew min- 
utes he passed under the St. Clair bridge, which 
was dangerously loaded down with a yellin 
and cheering multitude, Who waived a godspee 
to the swimmer as he glided into the Onjo River, 
ust below the Monongabela, and soon La 

elle Riviere was bearing him out of sight. 

Those who followed him along the west shore 
could see that the ice troubled him considerably 
and time after time he became wedged in be- 
tween the blocks of ice, which closed iu on him. 
Where the channel narrowed at Sewickliy he 
was sichted at 12:20 p. m., and bere the adven- 
turous vavigator found the ice almost gorged 
across from shore to shore. lie became faint 
from his struggles to cut through the mass. At 
last he got through, and struck ahead, though 
with intense suffering evideot in every motion. 
He was observed at Rochester at 5:30 p. m., and 
soon came alongside the — place, where 
he was pulled ashore amid the wildest enthust- 
asm and driven to the hotel in a carriage. He is 
resting to-uight, and will start to-morrow morn- 
ing at daylight for Liverpool, O.

A TERRIBLE TEMPTATION. 


How the Son of Monaco Blanc Proposes to 
Put Turkey's Currency on a Solid Basis. 
London Telegrann. 

If we may credit a statement lately made in a 
Turkish newspaper published at Stamboul, a 
most extraordinary proposition has been for- 
mally handed in to the Sublime Porte by M. 
Blanc, the son of the late well-known proprietor 
of the gambling-tables at Monaco and else- 
where. That enterprising gentleman, it will be 
remembered. amassed a fortune of considerably 
over £2,000,000 by the aid of red, black, and the 
fitfully-gyrating ball. He bequeathed this 
enormous sum to his only son, who, it 
would seem, not contented with being 
one of the wealthiest commoners in Europe, is 
anxious to invest bia capital in a colossal specu- 
lation of an altogether unprecedented charac- 
ter. In exchange for the privilege of establish- 
ing gambling saloons at Pera, Galata, the Prin- 
kipo Islands and Buyukdere, it is asserted that 
he is ready to bind himself under heavy pecu- 
niary penalties to re-establisb, within a certain 
limit of time, absolute parity between the value 
of the Turkish gold and paper currencies. At 
the present moment a medjidie of 100 piastres 
will purchese caimes nominally worth 150 pias- 
tres.

How powerful would be the 
stimulus imparted to Turkish trade, industry, 
and enterprise, and what a splendid patriotic 
triumph would be the avoibilatjon of a 50 per 
cent agio upon the imperial -potes! Con- 
stantinople would be reformed and adorn 
resuscitated and enriched; in the twinkling o 
an eye, so to speak, it would be paved, lighted 
with gas or electricity, drained, endowed with 
mammoth hotels, victorias, telephones, and ail 
other blessings of civilization. Fashion would 
claim stamboul for its own, and the Golden 
Horn would become a very cornucopia. It is 
painful to think that the Ottoman Empire’s as- 
pirations toward respectability may stand be- 
tween the Turkish Capital the magnificent 
prospects opened out to it by M. Blanc’s seduc- 
tive proposition.

The padrone is a 
brother-in-law of Antonio Briglios, arrested in 
New York for a dastardly assault on the per- 
sons of little girls whom he held in slavery as 
musicians. The New York Society is determined 
to break up the padrone system.

The Gov- 
ernor is hereby vested with power to fix the com- 
peneation of said agent for the services above 
mentioned, which shall be wholly contingent upon 
the successful prosecution of said claim, and 
which shail not exceed 10 per cent of the sum 
which may de allowed and recovered from tne 
United States, and the State shail in no event be 
liable for any costs, fees, or expenses not exceed- 
ing $1.000 in case the said agent shall fal in the 
prosecution of said claim.

The tender-hearted Frew again came to the 
surface with the case of John Colvin, who is al- 
leged to have been shamefully abused in one of 
Mr. Morrison’s State insane institutions (at 
Jacksonville) while an inmate undergoing treat- 
ment. The statement of this case wus set forth 
in an affidavit which bore the official signature 
of Mr. Frew as Notary Public The 
document was referred to the Committee 
on State Institutions, where it will receive due 
examination. This is the third attempt of Mr. 
Free in the interest of humanity to get this 
case investigated, but the Jacksonville influence 
has in every instance been too much for him. 
This is his last desperate effort, and before the 
Committee he hopesto get an attentive hearing. 

A REVENUE BILL. 

Mr. Matthews obtained leave of the House 
this morning to present a bill on Revenue, have 
it read by its titie, and printed for the informa- 
tion of the House. This biil provides that per- 
sonal property shall be valued at a fair cash 
value; every credit sbal! be valued at a fair cash 
value; annuitics and royalties shall be valued 
at their present total value; the capital stock 
of all companies and associations shall be valued 
by the State Board of Equalization. Lersous 
are required to list personal property under 
oath, and Assessors are authorized to administer 
the same. He is allowed to add 50 per cent as a 
penalty in cases where persons refuse to list. 
The value of the *‘railroad track shall be 
listed and taxed in the several counties, towns, 
and villages in proportion to the length of such 
track in said districts, and all connecting lines 
of road areto be deemed a part cf the main 
track for the purposes of assessment. Tele- 
graph companies are required to make a 
schedule of the amount of capital-stock author- 
ized, and the number of shares into which it is 
divided, the amount of capital-stock vaid up, 
the market value of the shares, the amount of 
indebtedness, the length of the linein the State, 
the total length of line, and the assessed valua; 
tion of the tangible property in the State. 
These are the principal provisions of the act. 

MORE NEW BILLS. 

On motion, the rules were suspended that the 
roll might be called for the introduction of 
bills. Under this order a large number of new 
measures found their way to the Clerk's desk. 
But few of these measures are of sulllcient im- 
portance to deserve notice, and ite chances of 
apy of them becoming laws are decidedly slim. 

COOK COUNTY. 

Mr. Thomas, this morning, introduced a 
measure relating chiefly, to the administration 
of allurs in the County of Cook. This bill! 
provides, among other things, that no member 
of the Board of Commissioners shall contract 
any liability on behalf of the county, except by 
a vote of the Board. The bill also provides 
that the County Bond shall make a full state- 
ment before the second Tuesday in Septem- 
ber of each year of the amount 
of money levied for the purposes 
of taxation, the amount of money expended for 
the purposes of taxation, the amount of money 
extended on the tax-books of thie County-Cierk, 
the amount of receipts and expenditures, witha 
full description of cach item, together with an 
accurate statement of the flnauces of the coun- 
ty at the end of the fiscal year; also, the cost of 
levying agi collecting the taxes, and a state- 
ment of “all the debts and liabilities of the 
county. This is an important measure, and will 
have the effect, if it becomes a law, of putting 
a wholesome restraint upon Cook County Com- 
missioners, 

RATTLESNAKE. 

Mr. Burt, Chairman of the Committee on Pen- 

itentiaries, this morning made a report on the 


Southern Penitentiary in the following words: 


„The Committee are in favor of completing the 
Southern Illinois Penitentiary, referred to in 
House Bill 290, according to the plans and speci- 
fications in the Architect’s office, aud referred 
to in ihe report of the Commissioners. We 
deem it to be the duty of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations to pass upon the amouvt necessary 
for the same, and we therefore respectiuily 
recommend that the bill be referred to the Com- 
mittee ou Appropriations.’’ ‘The bill for the

THE MILITIA. 

The Chairman of the Corimittee on Militia 
this morning reported back the Militia bill for 
the payment of $82,500 for the services of the 
militia during the riots, recommending its pas- 
sage.

This report is as follows: ‘The majority of 
the Committee on Militia, having decided to 
recommend the passaze of a bill appropriating 


$33,500 to pay the State militia for services rev- | 


dered, and since a thorough investigation of the 
pay-rolis and vouchers in the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's possession relative to this claim plainly 
prove a much smaller amount would amply suf-

LABORERS’ WAGES. 

Mr. Walsh, of Cook County, has prepared a 
bill to prevent employers paying workmen in 
truck, which will be introduced by the Com- 
mittee on Labor and Manufactures at an early 
date. The bill provides that all wages, except 
those of farm laborers and domestic servants, 
shall be made in current money, and not other- 
wise. It invalidates all contracts in which 
it is attempted to regulate the manner in which 
the wages are to be expended. The price 
of goods received by the workman from 
his employer, or sold or delivered to him on anv 
order from his employer, cannot be set off 
against the claim of the workman for wages. 
‘The bill renders any employer making contracts 
or payments declared illegal by the act liable to 
a fine of $25, to go to the person injured, which 
is imposed on every employer who shall coerce 
any workman into trading at any particular 
place, or at apy store in the profits of which 
they are interested. Counties and municipal 
corporations are permitted to pay the workmen 
directly employed by them in scrip when issued 
in anticipation of taxes, and permits payments 
by demand drafts on a bank within twenty miles 
of the place where the payment is made, if the 
workman freely consents to it. 

INSURANCE SUITS. 

House bill 118, introduced by Mr. Day, of 
Champaign, to prevent the transfer of cases 
brought against insurance companies from the 
State to the Federal Courts, was referred to the 
Committee on Federal Relations. This is 
thought rather portentousof the ultimate death 
of the bill. It is said that the bill was approved 
by all the lawyers on the Judiciary Committee, 
where the bill was approved. 

THB APPROPRIATION BILLS 

are just now being considered by the A ppropria- 
tions Committee, and this fact has brought nere 
a large number of the officers of State institu- 
tions, who are pleading for large sums of money. 
While there is a little deduction all around, it 
does not seem likely that the people will be re- 
lieved very much of the enormous burden im- 
posed by these institutions.

Therefore, about thirty Catholic members of 
the Legisiature will oppose the bill, and Mr.

In Committee this afternoon, after a long de- 
bate, E. M. Wilson’s bill, providing for the or- 
ganization and supervision of savings-banks, 
was recommended to pass. 

The Salary bill was recommended for passage, 
with a clause abolishing the salary of Supreme 
Court Clerk. 

In the House this morning, a petition was pre- 
sented from Minneapolis, numerously signed, 
protesting against the use of the Agricultural 
College grant by the State University.

The grades 
proposed are about the same as in the Committee 
bill, heretefore reported, the balf-busnel being 
made a legal measure for testing. but the use of 
the two-quart tester being allowed by consent of 
both parties, either to be filled in the method 
prescribed in the bill. 

Three bills were passed dy tne House before 
the noon recess, and fifty-two this afternoon. 
Among these are bills authorizing St. Paul to 
to issue bonds for a market-house; authorizing 
the Union Elevator Company of Penn- 
syivania to transact business in Min- 
nesota; authorizing counties to issue 
bonds for a proposed railway from St. Cloud 
via Mankato to Luverne, in Rock County. 

THE PENDING SENSATION

Orphans’ Asylum, now closed, with a view of 
dividing them amoung proposed railroad lines all 
over the State. It is estimated that these lands, 
when the Government surveys are completed, 
will amount to seven million acres, mostiy valu- 
able for timber. ‘The session’ closes Friday of 
next week, dut it is thought the whole scheme 
may be crowded through before adjournment.

Paris, Feb. 10.—Upon the Parisian stage to- 
day there is an unusual lack of nes novel- 
ty, and the theatres generallvare suffe ug from 
a poverty of patronage.

Ambigu Theatre, nothing new from the prolific 
playwright of France has been produced fortwo 
or three weeks. At the Theatre Francaise a 
different play is nightly presented. They are, 
however, of the old repertoire,—euch as Le 
Fils Naturel,“ ‘ Hernani,” “L’Ami Fritz,” 
„Les Fourchambaults,” and “Le Sphinx.“ 
The most prominent member of this com- 


pany is 


MLLE. SARA BERNHARDT. 
She has reached the pinnacle of her fame, and 
plays but once a week, in Hernani,” as Dina 
Sol,—a personation which adds nothing to her 
reputation. There are strong indications that 
popular affection for this actress is on the de- 
cline. Frenchmen love sensation, and can stand 
a good deal of clap-trap, but they will not per- 
mit it in a great artist. This is Sara 
Beruhardt's tault. She paints; she 
dabbles in sculpture; she keeps her 
coffin in ber bed-room, and lets all the world 
know it; she went up in the captive balloon 
twenty times, and once in a balloon unfastened. 
Sue ‘then thought it was necessary to come be- 
fore the public as an author, and on the Ist of 
January sbe gave birth to an illustrated volume 
in the iorm of a New-Year’s annual. This vol- 
une is called “In the Clouds.”

BARON GRANT. 


The Failure of the Great English Speco. 
lator. 
London Cornespondence New York limes. 

No man has fought more resolutely -with ad- 
verse fortune than this “genius” of Limited 
Liability and “ scapegoat ” of city immorality. 
Created by the new act which has brought so 


much trouble upon England, he is also its vie- 
tim. Like the inventor of the guillotine, he 


falls by the weapon which made him famous. 
Mr. Grant (better known as Baron Grant, the 


late King of Italy having given him his title) 
made his money by purchasing great trading 


concerns at a moderate orice and selling them 
to Limited Liability Companies at an enormous 
profit. In this he did what other city men did, 
but his operations were on a much larger and 
more daring scale. Ambitious to be rich, he 
only considefed the present, leaving the compa- 
nies he formed to sink or swim as they might, 
after he had done with At one time 
he had amassed as much as 820. 
000,000. Out of this he gave Leicester 
Square to London, he presented pict- 
nres to the nation, he made gifts to the people, 
he swept away a disreputable rookery at Ken- 
sington and built a palace there. At this time 
he sat in Parliament as member for Kidder- 
minster, and lost his seat under the new bribery 
act, not, after a severe trial, on any proof of 
bribery, but for promising the poor people a 
tea-party and giving it to them after the elec 
tion, which a political Judge decided to come

There is no madder set of men in the city 
to-day than the millers. They boldly charze 
ex-Gov. E. O. Stauard, Vice-President of the 
Millers’ National Association, and Mr. J. B. M. 
Kehlor, President of the Missouri State Asso- 
dation, with betraying them. That this is not 
putting the case too strongly could be seen by 
any one on Change yesterday. There was one 
of the most exciting times ever seen on the 
floor of the St. Louis Exchange. And it all 
arose out of a very quiet proceeding just over 
in the United States Circuit Court, in the great 
milling suit now pending. On the three learned 
Judges taking the bench, and before argument 
commenced, Mr. Mason, chief counsel for com- 
plainant, announced that the suit against Mr. 
E. O. Stauard would be dismissed, as a com- 
promise had been made. There was some sen- 


sation at 
THIS UNEXPECTED ANNOUNCEMENT, 

but, of course, there could be no demonstration 
within the sacred precincts of a Federal Court. 
It afterward turned out that Mr. Kehlor had 
entered into an arrangement with the Cochrane 
patent right people, which would grant bim 
immunity from any action at law, although he 
is not a party defendant to the present suit, as 
Mr. Stanard is. 

Taose who have not been reading the reports 
of the proceedings of this suit may not be aware 
of the important nature cf this compromise. It 
should, therefore, be understood that a certain 
corporation, entitled the American or Con- 
solidated Middlings Purifier Company, have 
brought suit against nearly all the large mill- 
owners in the United States for an alleged in- 

fringement of a patent right. The argu- 
ment now being heard in the United 
States Circuit Court, béfore Judges Dillon, 
Treat, and Nelson (of St. Paul), is in 
suits, tried jointly, against J. A. Christian, the 
owner of the largest mill in the United States, 
at Minneapolis, and all the great St. Louis 
wiliers, including the Atlantic Milling Company 
—of which Mr. George Bain is President—and 
ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard, owner of the Park 
Mills. The extent of the original demands of 
the patent-right people is seen by the fact that 
they asked $300,000 of Christian & Co., and 
$150,000 of ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard. It is admit- 
ted by Mr. Rodney Mason that the chief reason 
the present suits were brought was because the 
Christian mill at Minneapolis was the largest in 
the country, and because the President of the 
Atiantic Milling Company of St. Louis (Mr. 
Bain) was the Presidént of the National Millers’ 
Association. It has been recognized that if 
judgment were obtained by complainants in 
these suits it would-be no use of other millers 
fighting against the Middlings-Purifier Compa- 
ny, and consequently the best talent on each 
side has been secured, the leading counsel for 
the defendants being Mr. Harding, of Philadel- 
phia, the most prominent patent-right lawyer in 
the United States. In ali the great milling 
States the trade has 
OKGANIZED TO RESIST 
the demands and the suits of the Middlings- 
Purifier Company, it being contended that there 
is no infringement whatever, and the claim 
of Cochrane and of the prosecuting Company is 
fraudulent. Not only this, but the National 
lation has during the last few years do- 
voted most of its annua! sessions to a considera- 
tion oi the matter, and it has assumed the moet 
uncompromising attitude. Mr. Harding is em- 
ployed by the National Associatiou to defend 
the millers. Up to date the suits now pending 
have cost the millers $63,000, and they will fig- 
ure up over $75,000 before they reach the Su- 
preme Court. It can therefore readily be seen 
what an immense card Mr. Rodney Mason can 
lay in the fact of a compromise with the Vice- 
esident of the National Association, and with 
Mr. Keblor, the President of the Missouri State 
Association, against whom, however, there was 
no suit pending. ; 

ine position taken by the ex-Governor for- 
meriyon the question was very firm.

of Minneapolis, was very emphatic in denounc- 
ing Mr. Stanard. He said that some days ago 
Mr. Stanard came to see him at the Lindell 
Hotel; he (Mr. Christian) told bim that they 
could not compromise, that it would be an insult 
to the Judges to compromise now that the suits 
had been so long before them; Mr. Stanard had 
said be would sooner lose $1,000,000 than to 
compromrise with the Cochrane ring.

They told him they would not 
compromise on anv account, the defense being 
made as a matter of principle. Soon afterward 
Mr. Stauard returned and stated that be had 
effected a compromise. And then Messrs. Smith 
and Curistlau gave him a piece of their mind. 
MR. SEYBE, 
the Secretary of the Illinois State Association, 
was in town yesterday. He claimed to partica- 
larly represent the feelings of the German mill- 
ers of Illinois. They had been telegraphed to, 
and bad sent back auswers condemnatory of the 
course of Mr. Stauard. The German millers, 
he said, considered Mr. Stanard as being a lead- 
ing man, not only in busiuess, but in politics. 
They were very indignant that Mr. Stauard. after 
getting them to subscribe thousands of dollars 
to the defense fund, should desert them at the 
eleventh hour. I — considered ita treacher- 
ous act, and one made use of by the compiain- 
auts to influence the Court against the millers. 

Mr. Christian further said the complainants 
had been working on Mr. Stanard’s fear for the 
last six months, and they had fivally succeeded 
in securing a contract with him, which, it 
seems, had been agreed should not be di- 
vulged. But directly the opportunity presented 
itseli the complainants announce the fact of the 
compromise to the Court, and withdraw the 
suit against Mr. Stauard trom the docket. The 
inference was that this had been done to infiu- 
ence the decision in the cases. In the early 
history of the suits, Mr. Christian said, Mr. 
Archibald, of Dundas, and Ames & Co., of 
Northiield, Minn., bad betrayed their associates 
in compromising them alter agreeing to stand 
together in delense, and they were expelled 
from the Association. But, Mr. Christian hela, 
their conduct was not nearly so blamable as 
was the conduct of Mr. Stauard. They did not 
occupy such a prominent position as Mr. Stan- 
ard did. Mr. Christian affirmed that he would 
not, on principle, cumpromise on any consid- 
eration.

There is no alternative, say the leading mill- 
ers, but to expel Mr. Stanard from the-Millefs’ 
National Association, This action will be all 
the more significant, as, at a recent informal 
meetiug here, his name was fixed upon as the 
next President. 

From the best information obtainable, the 
compromise effected by Mr. Kchlor is that he 
shall buy six purifiers from the complainants, 
they to be the machines of George T. Smith, and 
not the Cochrane patent. The “asking” price 
of each of these machines is $600. but Mr. Keh- 
lor will pay only $350, which includes the license 
and an immunity for claims, past, present, and 
future. Mr. Kchlor hesitated, it is said, about 
closing the bargain when the complainants made 
a condition that it should be understood that he 
had settled with them at the rate of $100 a run 
of eighteen stones, and that that amount 
($1,800) should be deducted from the reduced 
cost of the machines, thus leaving a nominal 
balance of $300 to be paid by Mr. Kehlor. 

No special fault is found dy the millers 
against Mr. Kchlor. 

INTERVIEW WITH MR. STANARD. 


Ex-Gov. Stanard was called upon, and he made 
the following statement: 

‘When I arrived on Change this morn- 
ing 1 found that my action in compromising the 
suit brought by the American Middlings Puri- 
fier Company, now pending against our firm in 
the United Statec Circuit Court in this city, 
was being very unfavorably commented on by a 
portion of the millers of the city, and, in jus- 
tice to all concerned, a word from me may not 
be out of place, more especially as my cbarac- 
ter and motives have been assatied. The situa- 
tion is about this: E. O. Stanard & Co. have 
been sued far $150,000 damages for using the 

crifiers. There was a suit decided in the 

nited States Supreme Court sqme two years 
ago that was and is considered adverse to the 
millers in these cases, aud soon afterwards an 
injuection suit was brought against a promi- 
nent milling concern in Minneapolis, to restrain 
them from using middlings purifiers in their 
milis, and the injunction was granted, and they 
were put under bonds for $250,000.

1 
did not urge the millers to settle at $100 per 
run, because I found they differed widely from 
me, and because, if the cases went in favor of 
those who did not settle, I might be blamed for 
thus trving toinfluence them.

‘Suppose that my action could inany way in- 


fluence the decision of such a tribunal as the 
case is now being tried before, as was inti- 
mated on Change by some of my miller 
friends to-day. Of course our case had to be 
dismissed after settlement, but my understaud- 
ing was that it was not to be dismissed until 
the trials were over, but the plaiotiffs did not 
appear to so understand it, and dismissed 
the suit alrainst us to-day without my knowl- 
edge.

The 
question is gravely asked, why I compromised 
while the case was pending. hy, my dear sir, 
it could not be compromised very well after a 
decision was rendered. This is all the light I 
have at present on the subject. As for person- 
alitics, 1 am not disposed to induige in them.”’ 
THE TERMS OF COMPROMISE. 

Mr. Rodney Mason, when questioned as to the 
nature of the compromise and how it had been 
effected, said: 

** When we came here certain millers, among 
them Stanard and Kehlor, expressed a desire 
that we should negotiate a settlement with the 
National Association. While we refused to 
make au offer,—for every offer we have ever 
made them has been abused, they making it 
the basis of a charge that we were backing 
down and ready to give away our goods,—we 
intimated our willingness. to  pnevotiate 
on the basis of $100 per rua ot 
stone as a full license, a release from past in- 
fringements, and a liceuse for the future,—a 
total settlement of the entire controversy. 
They, as we understand, urged this offer upon 
the members of the Executive Committee of 
the National Millers’ Association, then in the 
city, who refused it. We told them we would 
make the same settlement with the members of 
the Missouri Association, and 1 believe they 
tried to get the members to adopt it, but failed. 
80 rg come to us and said that they had not 
been able to bring their Associations into this 
matter, but chat as they could nor afford to take 
the hazard of this litigation, if we would make 
them a proposition they would consider it. We 
told them that under the circumstances we 
would make the same settlement with them 
that we had offered to accept from the Associa- 
tions. The matter, which bas deen pending 
since the beginning of the present bearing in 
Chambers, was ended yesterday by our formal 
acceptance of Messrs. Stauard and Kehlor's 
offer of settlement.“

„Kehlor for eighteen; Stanard for nine. In 
justice to Kehlor it should be stated that he 
was already licensed under the George T. Smith 
and other consolidated patents; all but the 
Cochrane.

Letter from Dr. Detmers to Mr. 
Hickson, of the Grand

Not a Single Case of the Disease at 


the Stock-Yards or in the 
West. 


A few days ago Mr. Joseph Hickson, General 
Manager of the Grand Trunk Railway, request- 
ed Mr. F. A. Howe, General Agent of his road 
in this city, to procure from Dr. H. J. Detmers, 
United States Inspector of Cattle at the Union 
Stock-Yards, a full report a6 to the existence or 
non-existence of ‘* pleuro-ppeumopnia” or other 
contagious cattle diseases in the Western 
States, that he could lay the report 
before the Canadian Parliament at Ottawa, 
where Mr. Hickson now is, to have the 
Cattle law so amended as to allow American 
cattle to be shipped th h Canada. Dr. Det- 
mers, in compliance with Mr. Howe’s request, 
has made the foliowing exhaustive report, which 
must convince the most stubborn Canadian that 


there is not the least trace of a cattle plague in 
any part of the West, and that there did not 
exist the least cause for their foolish action in 
putting an embargo on American cattle, and 
thus imposing great losses upon the Canadian 
railroads, which derived much of their profits 
from the through cattle traflic: 

You desired me to state to von the facts as 
to'the existence or uon-existence of 
mona of cattle in the Union Stock-Yards, and 
in the Western States in general. In the follow- 
ing I will brifly do se, and if to have the facts is 
of any value to you or to your Company, you 
are at liberty to make any Use of this letter you 
deem proper. 

First—As to the existence of pleuro-pneumo- 
nia in the United States. In 1842 or °43 the dis- 
ease, it 1s said and not contradicted, was import- 
ed into the Eastern States by a diseased cow 
from Holland, and was afterwards stamped out 
in Maseachusetts. It is also said thatsince that 
time (1842) sporadic cases have occurred among 
the dairy cattie of some of the Eastern States, 
especially of New York. Whether such is true 
or vot, I do not know from own experience. 

SECONDLY, AS TO THE WESTERN STATES. 

During the last thirteen years I have lived 
and practiced as a veterinary surgeon in III. 
nois, Kansas, and lowa, and have been con- 
nected with three, or even four, different Agri- 
cultural Colleges. Besides that, I have, during 
the last pine years, conducted the Veterinary 
Department of Tas Cmicaco Wir Tris- 
UNB, a paper which hasalarge and extensive 
circulation among he farmers of the whole 
Northwest. Since Avril, 1878, | have resided in 
Chicago, but during the last six months, till re- 
cently, I have been employed by the United 
States Commissioner of Agricalture in investi- 
gating the so-called “ hog-choiera,’’ or swine- 
plague, and have been all over Northern anda 
considerable part of Central Inos. 1 simply 
mention all this to show you that I had abun- 
dant opportunity—perbaps more than apy other 
veterinary surgeon—to inform myself as to 
the existence or prevalence of contagious and 
epidemic diseases. And yot 1 have never seen, 
nor have lever heard ot, a case of pleuro-pneu- 
mouia of cattiemany of the Western States, 
while, during the time J lived and practiced in 
Germany,—from 1850 to 1865,—numerous cases 
have come under my observation. 

TUIRDLY AS TO THE UNION STOCK-YARDS. 

Ou the 7th inst., while at Dixon, III., I re- 
ceived a dispatch trom Gen. William G. Le Due, 
United States Commissioner of Agriculture, 
which requested me togo unmediately to the Uu- 
jon Stock Yards at Chicago, III., and to examine as 

horoughbly as circumstances would allow every 
herd of neat-cattie shipped trom that place, as to 
pleuro-pncumonia and other contagious diseases. 
That request 1 complied with at ouce. 

On the 15th inst. I saw in Tax CMA 
TRIBUNE a special dispatch from Washington 
stating that, according to private information 
arrived there, pleuro-pneumonia had made its 
appearance in Chicago. Not being abte to ex- 
alnine every head of cattle shipped from the 
Stock-Yards over four different railroads as 
thoroughly as I desired, and not willing to 
shoulder the great responsibility of my position 
alone, 1 sent at once the following telegram 
to Gen. Le Duc: * Assistance necessary; Dr. 
Prentice, Champaign, III., most desirable. H. J. 
Detmers,”’? and recervee ipnnediabelv the follow- 
ing reply: “*Employ De Prentice temporarily. 
William G. Le Duc.“ , Then I telegraphed to 
Dr. Prentice to be bere on Monday 
(Feb. 17) morning. He arrived Sunday, and 
assisted me three days. 1 preferred Dr. 
Prentice’s assistance to that of anybody else’s, 
not oniy because he is a well-educated and ex- 
— 2 vetertnary surgeon, who graduated in 

Suviland, but also because be had become fa- 
miliar with pleuro-pneumonia while practicing 


in England, is yet a subject of ber Britannic 


Majesty, and known to me as a very reliable and 

couscientious mau. Dr. Prentice would bave 
assisted me longer, but he became sick, and 
went home Wednesday evening. 

On Monday last (Feb. 17) I received my com- 
mission (dated Feb. 14) trom Washington as 
United States Insvector of Cattle at the Union 
Stock- Yards at Chicago, and * instructions to in- 
vestigate and inspect all the cate arriving at 
or departing from che Stock-Lards at Chicago 
for the purpose of aseertaining the presence of 
apy infectious or contagious disease.“ Furiher, 
iy commission requires me to“ report the re- 
sult ot said inspection daily to the Department 
of Agriculture,“ to confer with the United States 
Collector of Customs, etc., and authorizes me 
to give every shipper of cattle who may desire 
it acopy of wy daily report, Which will be to 
them (the shippers) something in the nature of 
a clean bill of healtb, or the reverse, as the case 
may be.“ With all these instructions I have 
faithfully comptied to the best of my ability, 
and so has Dr. Prentice, while he assiste@ me; 
but 
NEITHER OF US HAS BEEN ABLE TO DISCOVER 

ANY CASE 

of pleuro-pnoeumonia or any other contagious 
disease. in fact, notwithstanding that we have 
made the most thorough search, and have in- 
spected every pen, and, as near as possible, 
every animal (head of neatcattle) that bas 
passed through the Stock-Yards, we have not 
even found a suspicious-lookivg animal. If we 
had we would have bought and killed the same 
immeaiately,in order to make a post mortem 
examination, and to obtain thereby absolute 
certainty. The first suspicious-looking animal— 
and if exhibiting only the slightest symptoms— 
{ shall fina, Ican assure you, will de bought 
and killed and thoroughly examined, ante and 
post mortem. 

Such, briefly stated, are the facts as they have 
come to my knowledge. 

In conclusion, I may say that I do not believe 
pleuro-pneumovia has ever invaded anv of the 
Western States and Territories tributary to the 
Chicago market.

An importaut measure for the establishment 
of a refuge for girls, introduced by the Govern- 
ment, its third reading and has become a 
law. ‘Che Refugeis to be in connection with the 
Andrew Mercer Reformatory for Women, and 
will be under the same management. The bill 
provides that any County or Superior Court 
Judge may, after inquiry, order any girl under 
14, convicted and serving a term in the common 
jail, to be sent to the Refuge cither immediately 
or at the expiration Of ber sentence, to be de- 
tained there not less than t Yo por more than five 
years. Girls under 16 may de transferred from 
the Ktcformatory to the Refuge, at the option of 
the Inspector of Prisons. 

The most important , bowever, is the 
following: A County Court Judge or Magis- 
trate may, by his warrant, commit to the 
any girl apoarently under 14 years of age who 
comes Within any of the following descriptions: 
Who is found begging or receiv alms, 
or being in any public place for the 
purpose of begging or receiving alms; 
who is found wandering and not having any 
scttled home or place of abode or proper * 
dianship: who is found destitute and an 
od ee or bas a surviving parent who is under- 
going penal servitude or imprisonment; whose 
parent, step-parcat, or gue represents to 
the Judge or Police Magistrate that he is unable 
to control the girl, and desires ber to be sent to 
the Refugee; who, by reason of neglect, drunk- 
enness, or other vices of her parents, or either 
of them, or of any other person in whose charge 
such girl is, is suffered to be growing up with- 
out salutary contro) and education, or in cir- 
cumstances which render it probable that such 
a Kiri will, unlese placed under proper control, 
lead an idle and aban ſoned life.“

OHIO.

CLEVELAND, Feb. 26.—The direction in which 
the political cat is going to jump in the coming 
campaign in this State is still a matter much in 
doubt, and as many suppositions and opinions 
are being ventured on the subject as ever. The 
last movement which has assumed importance 
is the attempted union of the Democrats and 
Nationals, but this would seem now to be pretty 
thoroughly circumvented for the present. The 
National Greenback Labor party (that is the 
full name, which the members give themselves 
now) is a curious brood in Ohio. All parties 
have a slightly different shading in this State 
from that assumed elsewhere; but especially is 
this seen in the case of the Nationals. 
Springing into existence in the death-tliroes of 
the lively rag-baby, the members began to flock 
to its secret lodges about a year ago in sucha 
manner as to be truly unsettling. They held 
occasional outdoor meetings, and the fervency 
of the oratory of the speakers put forward was 
something truly astonishing. Peter, the 
Hermit, preaching the first crusade was decided- 
ly lacking in earnestness compared with the 
apostles of paper money who discoursed for 
hours together on pleasant winter nights to in- 
terested multitudes. It was the last great 
rally agaist those vampires, the National 
banks,“ and that King of gold bugs, John Sher- 
man. The members stood shoulder 
to shoulder like brothers in the 
flesh. They preached the doctrines 
which they imbibed from their leaders to their 


companions in the workshop and in the coal- 


yards, and it became no uncommon thing to be- 
hold the coal-heaver and hod-carrier stopping 
their hard toil to talk glibly of the mismanaged 
finances of the country, and assert that to be 
the cause of the severity of his labor. 

When the warm spring days dawned, melting 
away the snow and awakening the flowers and 
rank weeds on uncared-for spots of ground, the 
National doctrine grew with the rest, rankest 
weed of all. There was absolutely no means of 
counting the converts to the doctrine, the 
secret character of the organization preventing 
any calcula of the kind. At length the 
secret feature of the organization was modited 
to a certain extent, but the vast amountfof 
talk which each individual member did greatly 
magopified the importance of the body as a whole, 
and when election-day came the number of votes 
polled was smaller than expected almost every- 
where. Tobe sure, in Toledo, where the rag- 
monevites were the strongest, there was muc 
astonishmeot expressed at the result, but even 
there the party has first decayed. They, have al- 
ready passed resolutions of union with the Dem- 
ocrata, and “throw up the sponge as a sepa- 
rate organization. 

In this city the matter of union with the Dem- 
ocrats is still under debate with the leaders of 
the party. Some of them claim that there is 
absolutely nothing more for the party to live 
for, and the sooner it is absorbed in the older 
parties the better. Their affiliation will gen- 
erally tend towards the Democrats, as that party 
is willing. in this State, to concede principles, 
and do anything to beat the Republicans and 
retain the short lease of power and patronage 
which they now have. 

On the other hand, Mr. Robert Schilling, the 
greatest Greenback advocate in the northern 
part of the State and editor of the Laily Ad 
vance, a red-bot National jourpal, says that the 
effect of resumption may not be felt for a dozen 
years; that it is by no means ap accomplished 
fact, and the Nationals, who are weak-kneed 
and faltering, are no true Greenbackers at all, 
but simply fellows who have come into the par- 
ty to use the members for the demagogue’s pur- 
poses. He says that the party organization 
should be kept intact, and he*is doing all possi- 
ble in his paper to a about such a result. 

This latter view is the one which the Repub- 
licans would encourage, and they make no con- 
cealment of the fact that they are very anxious 
to bring this about, With the Nationals sus- 
taining a pretty vigorous organization, they are 
safe in counting upon carrying the State; but,

SOUTHWESTERN RAILWAY ASSO- 
CIATION. 

The regular monthly meeting of the South- 
western Railway Association was held at the 
Grand Pawfic Hotel yesterday. ‘There were

A delegation of about a dozen prominent 
Chicago lumber dealers appeared before the 
meeting and made complaint of the mauer. fn 
which the recent lumber pool to Southwestern 
points was arranged. They claimed that the 
percentages allowed to Chicago, as well as the 
rates, were unsatisfactory, and were ealculated 
not only to greatly injure their business, but 
would force the business into other channels. 
The rates from St. Louis and Mississippi River 
points are 15 cents per hundred pounds, while 
from Chicago they were 25 cents per 100 pounds, 
which gives St Louis an advantage of 10 cents. 
Under these circomstances lumber could be 
shipped down the Mississippi to Mississippi 
River points and thence by rail to 
Southwestern points at much lower 
rates than from Chicago, and businegs would 
therefore naturally seck that chanel. The 
managers listened patiently to the complaints 
of the shippers, and then informed them that 
they would investigate the matter, and if they 
found chere Was any cause for the complaints 
made they would have the matter satisfactorily 
adjusted. ‘The delegation, after expressing the 
hope that something would be done in this mat- 
ter, speedily wichdrew.

She was a hard- 
working woman, who, by the peddling of small 
articles of dry goods and by rigid economy, had 
amassed what was to her a little fortune—$500, 
Zucker had, so it is alleged, no employment and 
did not care togetany. He wanted some one 
who had something of this worid’s goods to d. 

He cast about bim, and, in slang 
parlance, caught a sucker in the form of the 
aloresaid woman, whom he induced to be a 
Zucker by dressing himseif in overalis and rub- 
bing his feet in a mortar-bed to give them the 
appearance of the feet of a horny-fisted son of 
toil. The good woman’s $500 rapidly disap- 
peared, and then family quarrels eusued. ‘The 
liege lord left his good spouse, and by his cou- 
tinued and harassing appearances at odd times 
forced his wife repeatedly to buy bim off.

CINCINNATI WHISKY. 
HOW THE DISTILLERS OF THAT BURG CAN UN- 
DERSELL THEIR RIVALS. 

For three or four years the distillers of Cin- 
cinnati have been persistently endeavoring to 
make all the rest of creation, including Chica- 
go, believe that with the aid of her superior fa- 
cilities she was enabled to manufacture whisky 
at a lower price than any other distilling point 
in the country. Those who have studied the 
subject discovered thatshe paid more for her 
corn. and the average vicid per bushel was less 
than in any of her competitors. She also paid 
more for rye, malt, and oats. The coal account 
was regarded as about an even thing. TheCin- 
cinnati distillers admitted the existence of these 
facts, and when pressed to the wall told a long 
and incoherent story about their superior skill 
from long years in the business, and dwelt at 
great length on the advantages accruing from 
having the goods gauged and the tax paid while 
they were “hot.” The latter explanation 
received credence at the Department in Washb- 
ington, untilexploded by Tus Tribune some 
months ago. ‘lbey were charged with being 
the recipients of liberal gauging, but this they 
emphatically denied. It was suggested that 
there was an African in their cooperage. This 
they repudiated with scorn, The main question 
remained unanswered till now, when Tag

HOW THE BUSINESS IS DONE. 

Some time ago Collector Harvey was informed 
that several lots of empty barrels which hau 

ouce done duty in Cincinnati were purchased iu 
| Louisville and breught to this city to be used by 
one of our distillers. These barrels were differ- 
| ent igcoustruction from those generally used, 
and ab investigation vroved that me difference 
in design was for the purpose ef perpetrating a 
fraud. As the barrels were empty, the Collector 
could take no oilicial notice of them, but his 
suspicions were aroused, and he determined to 
make a severe examination of the first lot of 
Cincinnati goods that came to this market. He 
did not have to wait a great while. Yesterday 
morning word was sent to the Collector's office 
that a lot of ten barrels of whisky, made in Cin- 
cinnati by one of the oldest and most eminently 
respectable houses in the trade, were lying at 
| a wholesale house on North LaSalle street, 
which the owners were about to“ dump.“ The

In the use of these 
barrels no fraud was perpetrated on the Govern- 
ment. ‘The whisky was tax-paid before it was 
placed in the packages, which were sent out 
under what is known to the trade as “one 
stamp.“ And parenthetically it may be ob- 
served right here that it is as difficult to find 
*“two-stamp’’ Cincinnati goods in this or any 
other market in the country as it is to pick 
strawDerricsin midwinter. 

ON WHOM,THEN, WAS THE FRAUD COMMITTED? 
There is only one answer. On the purchaser. 
He was charged with 42845 gailons of 
whisky while he only received 4121, 
La deliberate steal of 16½ gallons, which, at 
$1.20 per gallon, represents $19.50, or 4% cents 
per gallon on the cost of the goods. Now, it is 
easy to compreaend why Cincinnati can at 
times sell whisky tor from ove to three cents 
less than the cost of production.

If it be the custom of the whisky trade in 
Cincinnati to use fraudulent barrels in order to 
swindle the purchasers, is it not reasonable to 
infer that the reverse barrel would be used to 
defraud the Government! It is just as — 
to build a barrel that will hold more than it wil 
gauge as to build one that will hold less. ‘The 
experiment has been frequently tried. Barrei- 
heads have been sheved down, thick bung-staves 
have been inserted, and various other ex- 
vedients or this character have been frequently 
made use of. ‘The judicious use ot these barrels 
could pot be productive of any danger. If de- 
tected, the sin could be transferrea to the 
cooper, and as the latter is not amenable to the 
Internal-Reveuue regulations, no harm could 
come to bim. 

Collector Smith, of Cincinnati, and his corps 
of revenue agents, have in this fraudulent- 
barrel business a profitable field for investiga-

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The appropriations for the Fire Department 
were then brought up again. The following 
sums reported by the Finance Committce were 
agreed upon: $7,260 for pay of men for three 
months, and two new engine houses, one at 
Ashland avenue near Augusta street, and one 
at Ogden avenue and Harrison street; $8,500 
for two new’ fire-engines; $250 for two new 
steam heaters. 

An item of $1,000 for two hose-carts was re- 
duced to 8500, on motion of Ald. Thompson, 
who claimed they could be built for $250 each. 

Ald. Lawler moved to insert an item of $24,- 

480 for thirty-four watchmen for engine-houses. 
‘The motion was laid on the table. 
Another motion by Ald. Lawler toinsert $12,- 
240 for seventeen watchmen in the more impor- 
tant engine-houses was lost by a vote of 5 yeas 
to 22 nays. 

‘The item of $11,000 to provide for the Sinking 
Fucd was passed. 

On motion of Ald. Ballard, the appropriation 
of $55,000 for the Heaith Department was pass- 
ed iu bulk. 

The order to insert $6,000 for two bathing- 
houses on the lake shore, one in the South and 
another in the North Division, was laid over 
temporarily. 

The items of $613,930 for payment of interest 
on bonds, avd of $61,398 for deficiency in col- 
lection, were passed without discussion. 

JUDGMENTS. 

The next item considered was that of 873. 
359.38 for the payment ot judgments and costs 
against the city. 

fhe Comptroller stated that the judgments 
were mainly for rebate from the taxes paid by 


certain banks under protest in 1876, and since 


declared by the courts to be illegal. He thought 
an addition of $24,613 was necessary to cover 
judgments rendered since the bill was made up.

Pearsons put in a plea for the employes 
of the Library, and insisted on generous treat- 
ment of so valuable an institution.

LABOR IN CHICAGO. 
COLLECTING STATISTICS.

Nearly every workingman has from three to 
seven children, uud few are satisfied with their 
present wages, finding it impossible to support 
their families. A carpenter, who was employed 
for only five out of the twelve months of last 
vear, says he has not been able to gain “half a 
living“ for his family for five years. His rent is 
$2 a month, and he spent $12 for fuel, saying 
he wanted a great deal more. For clothing 
and dry goods he could not afford to lay out 
even $10. He had had no recreation or amuse- 
ment, because unable to afford it. As to the 
cause of his condition, the bosses said, No 
work; no work.“ 

A bootmaker says the difference in wages be- 
tween IST2.and 1578 is 50 per cent, and the em- 
ployment ot convict labor has reduced the num- 
ber of employers on men’s work during the 
same period fully 50 percent. Five firms in 
Chicago have contracts with Penitentiaries. 

Another of the same craft says he worked five 
months by the piece, earning $9 a week, 
yearly income $300. In answer

Another, who was idle four months, earned 
$250. He cannot get work. He has seven in 
his family, and bis expenses were: Rent, $52; 
fuel, $25: groceries, $200; recreation, $15; 
clothing and dry-goods, $30; education 
newspapers, $7; other items, $10; total, $333. 
This left nim in debt, but he doesn’t men- 
tion the fact. He refers to the five manufac 
turers before alluded to, and says that their 
convict contracts threw 250 honest men out of 
employment, and be comments thus: ** Fail- 
ing to procure employment, they become pau- 
pers or convicts, und are eventually em- 
ployed by their former employers. The present 
contract system of prison labor suits employers 
very well, as it gives them the advantage of 
getting good mechanics cheap. If we free 
mechanics in Chicago enter complaint against 
the present reduced wages, we got the consoling 
answer that ‘we emplovers of free labor must 
compéte with prison labor.“ There is now con- 
siderable rivalry among outside manufacturers 
as to who will get the Southern Penitentiary.” 

A cabinetmaker, as to the eight-hour scheme, 
says: It would give employment toa great 
many men who are suffering now, because those 
out of work have no money to buy anything, 
and it would avoid the cause of overproduction.

ELEVATED RAILWAY. 
ITS PRESENT STATUS. 

The incorrorators of the new elevated railway 
report that they are receiving from Chicago capi- 
talists numerous offers of money and applications 
for stock. The gentlemen managing the affair 
L. H. Pierce, H. T. Chase, A. D. Eddy, Lorenzo 
Pratt, D. N. Bash, D. W. Potter, and J. E. 
Burchell. The idea of the railroad was started 


about six weeks. ago by a number of real estate 
dealers and owners who are anxious to raise the 
value of the property in the southern part of 
the city and in Hvde Park. They have meta 
number of times siuce then and have talked the 
matter over,and representatives bare been to New 
York to investigate the different roads there. 
After deciding which plan they will adopt, 
they will bring the subject before the Council to 
get the right of way. In Hyde Park they ex- 
pect no difficulty in obtaining the permission, 
but io this city they naturally expect to be com- 
batted by the street car companies. They 
claim they have the whole of the people on their 
side, as ted can convince the residents on their 
line of route that there will be no noise to speak 
of from their trains, and refer in this particular 
to the Sixth Avenue Line in New York. 

Their route as at present suggested is from 
the corner of Randolph and State streets down 
State to Twenty-second or Twenty-fourth, east 
to Cottage Grove avenue, south to city limits. 
and on the same street in Hyde Park to Fiity- 
fourth street, then east to Woodlawn or 
Madison avenues, and south to Grand Crossing. 
They say their main object is to reach the Souta 
Parks quickly. In the city they propose to 
charge about the same fares as in the street- 
cars, and to Hyde Park less than the railroads 
do. They expect to bave their stations either 
three or two blocks apart. ‘The capital is now 
$1,009,000, but it is expected that it will be 
raised considerably. The road will cost between 
$100,000 and $150,000a mile. Their backers are 
Chicago and Eastern capitalists, among whom 
are some connected with the elevated railway of 
New York. 

lf Woodlawn avenue is taken in Hyde Park, a 
cut will. have to be made through Oakwoods 
Cemetery. ‘There isa fight in the village now 
as to the opening of the avenue through the 
cemetery. Ihe matter will probably figure in 
the eiections of Hyde Park, some being for and 
some against. It is probable that the roud 
would raise the price of real estate on adjoining 
property in Hyde Park. 

A reporter spoke to a number of State street 
property-owners yesterday, all of whom, with 
one exception, were opposed to the proposition 
to have an elevated railway on that street, 
especially now that there was so good a prospect

THE CHINESE. 
THE ACTION OF CONGRESS APPROVED. 

It was announced that a mass-meeting would 
be held at Maskell Hall, on Desplaines street, 
last evening, for the purpose of considering the 
anti-Chinese measure recently passed by Con- 
gress, and passing resolutions in its support.

place, when it was hoped and expected that 
there would be a large audience present. The 
following resolations were in the bands of the 
Committee, and were to have deen presented 
last evening: 

Resoived, That this meeting, representing the 
citizens of Chicago, recognize the justice of the 
measure passed by Congress for the purpose of re- 
stricting Chinese immigration to the United States, 
and that we sympathize with the people of the 
Pacific Coast ia their endeavors to rid themselves 
of anevil from which they have so long and pa- 
tiently suffered. 

Resolved, That we strongly urge the President 
of the United States to sign the measure as passed 
by Congress, and thereby entitle himself to the 
thanks of the people. 

Resolved, That his Honor the Mayor be request- 
edto transmit theve resointions by telegraph to 
the President to-morrow, aud that a committee of 
three be appointed to call upon bim for this pur- 
pose.

Exploded. | 


A Renowal of the War on Rates 
Predicted. 


Another Year of Low Rates---Back- 
Down of the Mutual Life. 


— — — 


Qutrageous Revelations Regarding the 
Globe Life Affairs. 


Anothsr Criminal Likely to Escape —State 
and National Supervision. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

New York, Feb. 93.—As it seemeth to a ma- 
ty of the fire-insurance officials of this city 
that the salvation of the companies in the future 
feiargely dependent upon the formation of a 
Tariff Association, it is a matter of the highest 
importance to the community to learn that 
there is not the slightest probability that such 
an association will be formed. There*have been 
ten or twelve meetings to mature a plan, and 
long discussions have taken place upon the 
separate features of the proposed agreement; 
but, while a majority have been satisfied with 
particular sections, as a whole, the -plan is ridi- 
culed by so many prominent underwriters that 
‘tcannot possibly be carried into effect. The 
truth is, that the companies have been cheating 
themselves, the public, and each other so long 
that the idea of au agreement lovally adhered 
to seems non preposterous. Immediately after 
the January fires, when everybody was excited 
about the heavy losses upon the city 
business, it appeared certain that some- 
thing to efect a permaven treform in rates 
would »e accomplished ; but the last three weeks 
have effectually dissipated that nope, and to- 
dav there is no prospect of such an agreement 
as will de binding upon a sufficient number of 
companies to give it power and potency. The 
scheme as finally adopted is altogether too 
cumbrous and complicated. lt provides for too 
mauy pew departures, and, altuough some of 
these are meritorious, the entire pian is im- 


practicable. 
PROBABLE ABANDONMENT OF THE SCHEME. 


As originally proposed by a committee, it was 
provided that, to secure good faith amovg mem- 
ders of the Tariff Association, a deposit of $250 
should be made by each company represented, 
as security for a faithful observance of the rules 
aud regulations of the Association. This was 
stricken out, and, while there were penalties for 
sins of omission and commission, no security 
as demanded for their payment, and the whole 


scheme was to be conducted on the basis of 
good faith and bonor.” But, to place it in a 
more ridiculous light than ever, it was pro- 
vided that whenever any company withdrew 
from the compact, or was convicted of a viola- 
tion of its laws. then all the companies should 
be instantly released trom all obligations to 
support the rates. Now, considering how the 
companies have acted in the last four years, and 
how much cheating has been done, it is asking 
or expecting too much that any agreement shall 
be implicitly observed by all the subscribers. As 
a further and more conclusive testimony to the 
insincerity of those who have helped to Be this 
scheme into shape, it is now understood that it 
will not be carried into practical effect until 
assented to by all the companies doing business 
in New York and Brooklyn. Thisis about as 
ridiculous as anything thai can be imagined as a 
finale for sucha scheme. It has been known 
from the beginning that a dozen or twenty com- 
panies would not enter into any combination, 
and the pretext of their staying out now, defeat- 
ing the proposed Tariff Association, is the 
veriest humbug. The simple fact is, that so 
large a proportion of the companies do not want 
a binding tariff that they are secretly rejoicing 
over the defeat of this proposal. 
WAR WORSE THAN EVER. 

As the whole country, or that portion of its 
people interested in fire-insurance matters, 
whether as insurers or agents, has been affected 
more or less by these latter-day movements, 
so the outside public will be interested in learn- 
ing that, in view of the certain failure of the 
Tariff Association, the prospect is ſavorable to a 
renewal of the war in rates in this city. If in 
this city, then elsewhere. Accordingly the 
present outlook of affairs promises to lead to 
one of the liveliest fights in rates and loose 
practices yet witnessed. The position of the 
companies is not favorable toa continuation of 
the warlike policy, but it is secretly argued by 
many of the mammoth corporations that they 
can withstand several years of hard times, while 
their weaker neighbors cannot; bence the latter 
must sooner or later go to the wall, 
and then the survivors may secure re- 
forms which are now impossibie. The smaller 
companies argue that they can survive this 
war by reducing their lines, increasing their 

business in new localities, and cutting down ex- 
peuses. ‘Ihe records for 1878 certainly prove 
that the smalier companies have held their own 
as a rule, although manv of the strictly local 
companies fell off in net surplus. The failure 
of the Tariff Association to regulate the rebate 
and brokerage questions threatens to increase 
the commissions, which must further tend to re- 
duce rates. Barring the detested drv-goods dis- 
trict, wherein by general agreement the rates 
are ly upheld by reason of the large demand 
for insurance, the rates generally, it is believed. 
will sink to a still lower level this year than 
last. Prior to the late fires the rates on storage 
stores for extra hazardous merchandise had de- 
clined to 30 cents. In three months they will be 
23 cents! 
Tux LEAVEN ALREADY AT WORK. 

Anywhere outside of the drv-goods district rates 
are not now maintained at anything like the old 
prices prevailing twelve months ago. The ex- 
ampiesare so numerous that afew specimen 
bricks are all that are needed to iJlustrate the 
truth of this statement. Risks on buildings on 
Greenwich street, near Cortland, placed in 
high-grade companies last February at 50 cents, 
have been renewed at 40. Stocks on the Kast 
Side charged 50 cents last year are now accepted 
at 40. Warehouses, then 40, are now taken by 
he choicest companies at 35. Risks in the 
fWamp continue to be written (on hide and 
leather stocks) at 20 cents, against 25 and 30 last 
year. An up-town fashionable church was 
ebarged twelve months ago 45 cents for one year. 
Lately at was taken for three years at 50 cents. 
Sloan’s carpet stock was placed by the Hanover 

surance Company (one of the aristocratic 
Companies) at 40 cents, against 50 last year. 
Perhaps the most remarkable case is that of a

risk taken for A. T. Stewart & Co. 
in a building recently. purchased by

THE BACK-DOWN OF THE MUTUAL LIFE. 
The news of the action of the Board of 
Trustees of the Mutual Life in rescinding the 30 
ber cent rebate for two years on all its new 
policies has been, well received, but the proposal 
to reduce the old and new premiums 15 per cent 
and gain the advantages of the new concessions 
by reduced expeuscs is regarded with unmixed 
terror by other life companies and their ageuts. 


There is no doubt of the power of the Mutual 
eto reduce its expenses to a level which will 
more than equal this 15 per cent. Its clerk-hire 
and official salaries alone ought to afford the 
erence alone, The Company is loaded with 
unproductise real estate, some of it taken on 
foreclosure in this city and other portions, 
© result of improvident cxpenditure, 
like its almost vacant but magnificent 
building in Boston. Its Philadelphia building 
enterprise is another of its tomtoolery with 
other people's money. The reduction in rates 
of interest upon desirable bonds and mortgages 
cut quite a handsome sum out of the rev- 
enues of the Company, and. altogether there 
Was neea of new blood“ in the Company's 
‘story, but an impression now prevails that the 
need of new Hood“ in the Board of Trustees 
is apparent. Mr. James W. McCulloh nas 
u very conspicuous in this city in opposition 

to the rebate scheme to new policy-holders, but 
is quite satisfied with the compromise, and 
ars the old policy-holders will generally ac- 
QUicsce.

THE “ GLOBE”) LI REVELATIONS. 

The sequel to the revelations concerning the 
Globe Life management.axposed by the report of 
the Superintendent of the insurance Department 


to the Legislature will auquestionably be the 


retirement of the off officials or the bank- 
ruptcy of the Company The Attorney-General 
has announced, his determination to proceed 
against the officers for conspiracy in order to 
eave the Company. It has been understood 
that the affairs of the Globe are in better shape 
now than they were o#e year ago, and in- 
stead of being impaired that really the Com- 
pany is in solvent comiition. But of the in- 
iquitous management of,Pliny Freeman, its 
age | President, there can’ be no doubt. Al- 
though invited and requested by the Insurance 
Department to resign last spring upon a promise 
to withbold damaging revelations if the resigna- 
tion were prompt, this aged smner bas hung on 
to the place with afirm grip, but the policv- 
holders (even if the Attorney-General fails) 
should forthwith show him the door. The offi- 
cial report submitted new to the Legisla- 
ture after a lapse of nine months declares that 
as to the Globe’s officers the trusts reposed 
in them were willfully and shamefully abused to 
their own pecuniary benefit and to the great in- 
jury of the policy-hoiders.” This revelation 
will destroy confidence in the Company, and 
with confidence gone the end is death. A 
prompt and vigorous policy for the Company’s 
comolete reorganization may yet save it, but 
the action must be quick and speedy, or the old 
cormorants will squeeze all the vitality out of 
the Company before they can themselves be 
expelied. 
A SEVERE BLOW TO STATE SUPERVISION. 

The Globe Life discovery has produced an ir- 
ritation against the New York Insurance De- 
partment that threatens a serious blow at the 
eutire system of State supervision. People who 
judge by their prejudices are apt to forget that 
the system is not to blame for the errors ot the 
individual,—in other words, that it is the Super- 
intendent and not the office that is at fault in 
the failure to arrest the downward course of the 
Globe Life and remove its President from a 
‘trust he had so shamefully abused. It appears 
that so long ago as 1572 the Globe Life withdrew 
from the State of Kentucky, and the reason 
therefor was the persistency of the Insurance 
Commissioner of that State in examining the 
Compavy in its home office, whicn resulted in a 
suspicion of its insolvency. This suspicion was 
founded on the discovery of false entries and 
the appearance of a mortgage given by Pliny 
Freeman, individual, to Pliny Freeman, Presi- 
dent, for $60,000, and carried by the Company as 
an asset. These discoveries were made known 
to the Company’s Directors, and they immedi- 
ntely refused the Kentucky Examiner further 
access to the Company’s books and papers. The 
withdrawal from that State followed. The New 
York Department waited until 1877 before ex- 
amining into the Company, and when the be- 
treyal of trusts was discovered the Superintend- 
ent was improperly lenient in failing to bring 
the offenders to justice. But on the other 
hand it may be questioned whether his leniency 
did not in-reality save the Company by fright- 
ening its officers into heroic measures to save it, 
and by saving the Company to save themselves 
likewise. If it is true now that the Company is 
entirely solvent, it is quite likely that summary 
measures to punish the guilty oflicers would 
have killed the Company in 1878. 

PROBABLE ESCAPE OF DR. LAMBERT. 

The Court of Appeals has granteda new trial 
to Dr. T. E. Lambert, late President of the 
American Popular Life, and the old fellow, who 
has been confined for over a year in the Tombs 
in this city, is likely to escape conviction. On 
the first trial it was shown that the oath upon 
which he was convicted of perjury was taken be- 
fore a Notary Public who was a resident of New 
Jersey, and hence incompetent in law to admin- 
ister an oath. The lower Court ruled out this 
testimony, or declared that it did not affect the 
question of perjury at all. The idea was that 
the intention was the same, but the Court of 
Appeals has upset this theory bv affirming that, 
if the Notary was not legally qualified to take 
the oath, then there was no perjury. These 
loopholes will probably afford the Doctor a 
chance of escape. Of his moral cuilt there isno 
doubt; but there is one extenuating circum- 
stance which creates some sympathy for bim in 
the community. Lambert did not profit pecuni- 
arilv by his perjury or falsebood. He built up 
a fabric of false pretenses, but deluded himself 
into a belief that it was alla solid and substan- 
tial reality, and hence swore to it ia good faith. 
He was a victim of bis own conceit and folly, 
and ruined a previous good name by indulging 
in a bobby. He has been pretty severely pun- 
ished already. 

HUBBUB ABOUT ADVERSE LEGISLATION. 

The fire com; auies engaged in an agency busi- 
ness have been intensely agitated during the 
past fortnight by the threatened adverse legisla- 
tion proposed in several States, —notably Ohio 
and Tennessee. The bill passed in the latter 
State requiring companies to pay total losses 
on their policies when insured property is 
wholiy destroyed is so obnoxious to com- 
panies that it must inevitably have led to the 
withdrawai of the companies from that State: 
but since it has been vetoed by the Governor, 
and the local Tennessee companies have taken 
such an active part in denouncing the bill, the 
companies here are feeling easy on the subject. 
The Ohio law is only a trifle better, requiring a 
prior agreement as to the values of property 
insured. ‘The principle of valued policies is at 
variance with the practice of companies, and is 
highly objectionable to the principle of in- 
demnity underlviug all insurance contracts. It 
is believed here the local Ohio companies can 
defeat this bill, but the; trouble affecting tue 
agency comparies is that every year they are 
threatened and worried in various States by 
obnoxious measures offered im Legisiatures, 
and urged either by interested parties 
or by a vitiated public sentiment. The 
old National Board kept a standin 
Committee on Obnoxious Legislation 
which was authorized to act on behalf of all the 
companies to prevent the adoption of oppressive 
measures, but since this Committee has ceased 
to act the worrimeat and annovance of watching 
these evils is thrust upon each individual com- 
pany, and requires constant care as well as the 
expenditure of considerable money. Thereisa 
sentiment among the companies that about half 
of these schemes are designed to levy blackmail. 

A NATIONAL INSURANCE BUREAU. 

Many years ago an effort was made to per- 
suade Congress to pass a law in favor of a 
National Insuragee Bureau, with headauarters 
in Washington. Mhe aim was to do away with 
allthe various State laws on the subject of 
insurance companies, and give them the char- 
acter of National banks, with authority to carry 
on the business irrespective of the State licenses 
and impositions. It was felt that an insurance 
company of New York had the same right to 
sell its po licies in Illinois or Iowa that a citizen 
had to sell his dry goods or hardware, and that 
there should be no restrictions save those safe- 
guards created by Congress to keep the com- 
panies thoroughly solvent, and hold the com- 
panics up to a high standard of integrity in 
their dealings with the public. The scheme 
was favored by a large majority of 
the companies, and some eren went 
80 far as to favor a proviso that the companies 
asking advantage of this law should deposit 
$500,000 in Government bonds in Washington as 
security to policy-holders. But the whole 
scheme was summarily knocked inthe bead by 


a decision of the United States Supreme Court 
in the case of Paul vs. The State of Virginia, 


wherein it was declared that the States have 
exclusive jurisdiction over the contracts of in- 


surance made by their own citizens, and that 


the provisionfof the Constitution that no re- 


strictions upon the commerce of the States 
shall be ievied by the separate States does not 


apply to insurance contracts. So long as this 


decision stands there can be no National In- 
surance Bureau, inasmuch as the power of the 
States to impose licenses and taxes is complete.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL INSURANCE. 
It is currently reported here that the Illinois 


Central Railroad. after several years’ experiment 
of insuring its own property, has lately made a 
threc-years’ contract with two English compa- 
nies to insure its risks for a very large amount. 
The Company collected some heavy sums from 
the Liverpool, London & Globe Company for 
its losses in the Chicago fire, and the premiums 
being thereafter increased the Railroad Company 
declined to insure. N 
President, while Auditor of the road, made an 
elaborate sheet of figures, showing how much 
the road had saved by doing its owu insurance, 
and was never tired of answering applicants who 
desired to make tenders for the Company’s in- 
surance.

History of the Cattle-Plague-A Cure 
which High Authorities Have Declared 
Infallible. 


New York Tribune: In 1543 the cattle-disease 
first made its appearance in the United States, 
having been communicated by an imported 
German cow landed at Brooklyn. It gradually 
spread among the cattle in Kings d Queens 
Counties, but so slowly that it failed to attract 
special notice. In 1847, Thomas Richardson, of 
New Jersey, imported several head of glish 
cattle. They were infected, and the contagion 
was disseminated among bis valuable cattle, 
raving so Violently that all were slaughtered, 
entailing a loss of $10,000. In 1859, W. W. 
Chenry, of Belmont, Mass., imported four cows 
from Holland. Shortly after their arrival they 
exhibited signs of iilness, and were separated 
from his other stock. But the virus bad taken 
root, and upon examination it was discovered 
that many of his cattle were diseased, and the 
character of it was determined to be epizootic 
pleury-pocumonia.” Before the disease pre- 
sented itself, Mr. Chenry sola some young cat- 
tleto Curtis Stoddard, of North Brookfield, 
Masse. One animal after another sickened and 
die’, until he lost thirteen, and the remainder 
of his fine herd of forty-eight were seriously il). 
The stock interests of Massachusetis was 
alarmed. The Legislature appointed a Com- 
mission, appropriated $10,000, and the Commis- 
sioners immediately adopted aggressive meas- 
ures to stay the pilazue. The disease had gained 
rapidiy. Many berds were found infected. ‘They 
were instantly quarantined, the barns disin- 
fected, the cattle treated, and, after a reasana- 
bie time, if no signs of improvement were dis- 
covered, slaughtered. Great excitement was 
aroused; $2,000 was raised by private subscrip- 
tion, and the work of extermination actively 
continued. Subsequent Legislatures continued 
the Commission, but not until 1557 was the dis- 
ease finally. eradicated. 

Numerous inquiries have developed the fact 
that the disease maintained its hold on Long 
Island from the time of its first introduction, 
in 1833, until the present day. In 155) it ap- 
peared in Camden County, N. J., and crossing 
the Delaware attacked the valuatfe herds ot 
eastern Pennsvivania. Whenever an animal ex- 
hibited the slightest symptom of this ailment it 
was sold at once, and thus the plague was rap- 
idly and widely extended. The Legislatures of 
several States followed the lead of Massachn- 
setts, and during the term between 1500 and 
1878 very effective results were obtained by the 
respective Commissions. In 1567-’Us the dreaded 
evemy of our berds appeared from a pew quar- 
ter. At the end of the Rebellion the Texas 
cattle trade was renewed, aud increased with 
tremendous strides. The cattle were 
driven many hundred miles, with but 
few opportunities for rest, food, and 
water. ‘lhey were congregated some- 
times for davs by the tens of thousands at the 
creat cattie entrepots of Abilene and Kansas 
City. They were overcrowded in filthy stock- 
cars to endure untold tortures during the 1,500 
miles of roug rail transportation. ‘They were 
frequently two, three, aud four days without 
food or water. ‘They were persecuted by brutal 
drovers. Many died of exposure, starvation, 
and ill treatment; their mangled bodies decom- 
posing in the midst of living animals. No won- 
der that the plague broke out alresn and spread 
with ten-fold virulence. 

In 1858 the Legislature of New York, in re- 
sponse to petitions from every quarter, ap- 
pointed a Commission and appropriated funds 
to investigate the causes of the disease and to 
eradicate the terrible scourge. Millions of 
dollars had been lost to the country. The rapid 
spread of the plague threatened annihilation to 
the herds. The Commissioners appointed were 
admirably fitted to execute the important and 
responsible duties of the office. They were Gen. 
Marcena R. Patrick, Lewis F. Allen; and John 
Stanton Gould. Ihe work was entered upon 
with energy. ‘leXas was visited by Commissions

From the fact that carbolic acid acts specifically 
upon all germs or seeds of disease that are prop- 
agated in ajmanner similar to the spores or 
fungus parasites of the Texas disease, it is not 
too much to hope that it may be used success- 
fully in the treatment of many diseases ia ani- 
mals heretofore regarded as ſucurable. espe- 
clally the *glanders” in horses, inasmuch as 
the recent researches of the world-renowned 
Hallier, of Java, have brought to light in the 
nasal discharges und circulating blood of gland- 
ered horses. the “coniotheclum equivum,”’ a 
microscopic parasite of the same genus as the 
*coniothecium stilesiarnum,’’ Which is the active 
agent in the Texas cattie disease, and is effectu- 
allv destroyed wy very weak solutions ot car- 
bolic acid. It is very evident that, alter the ex- 
citement of 1867-65 died away, disinfection 
ceased, care Was relaxed, and many of the causes 
that brought about these preceding epidemics 
now exist. It is the supreme duty of the State 
to exervise the same vigilance in the protection 
of the flocks and berds from contagious disease 
that it interposes when humanity is endangered. 
In view of the canclusious of the Commission 
of 1868, it would seem almost iocrediple that 
farmers, dairymen, and stock-dealers should 
neglect to use a remedial aud preventive agent 
now’ to be cheaply obtained in every city, town, 
and village in tue United States.

Hog-Cholera, 

Wasnineton, Feb. 23.—Information con- 
tinues to be received at the Department of Ag- 
riculture relative to hog-cholera, This demun- 
strates the fact that the disease is not only in- 
fectious but contagious. It is also shown that 
Other animals taking the disease can transmit 
Lhe same back to the previous source. This has 
been made appareut by Dr. Law, of Cornell 
Luiversitv. Ihe only way yet suggested for 
the prevention of the spread of the disease is to 
stamp it out by killing the animal. It is esti- 
mated that swine of the value of $20,000,000 or 
$30,000,000 perish every year. The appropria- 
tion to enable the Department to investigate 
the subject was 810,000, and a similar amount 
will be appropriated this year for the same pur- 
pose. 


A DUCAL TURFITE, 
The Sixth Duke of Newcastle, 
New York Herald, Feb. 23. 

The Atlantic cable yesterday. announced the 
death of Henry-Pelnam-Alexinder Peluam- 
Clinton, sixta Duke of Newcastle. He was the 
son of the Duke who accompanied the Prince 
of Wales on his visit to this couatry. The 
Duke just dead was born on the 25th of Jan- 
uary, 1834, and succeeded his father as sixth 
Vuke on the 18th of October, 1864. He was 
educated at Eton, and from thence was trans- 
ferred to Oxford. Lis Grace’s accession to the 
turf began at au age which indicated his passion 
for it, as in 1856 be had horses in conjunction 
with Mr. Parr, who trained them at Benhama’, 
near Wantage; and among them were Indiffer- 
ence, a very bad animal, but not badly named; 
Nerio, a plater, and Gaspard, who ran 
a dead beat tor the Cesarewitch with 
Sir W. Booth’s Artless, his chance 
being much deteriorated by his having been 
sent to Paris the previous week to run for the 
Grand Prix de VEmpereur. His Grace%had like- 
wise an interest for a short timein Fisherman,as 
a 2-vear-old, and likewise when he ran for the 
Lincoln Handicap as a 3, and was beaten by 
lame Deer. Lupus was another animal that 
won hima few races; but, on the whole, his 
career in the Wantage stable was very uoprufita- 
ble. After this time family reasons induced the 
Karl of Lincolu—for he bad not then sacceeded 
to the Dukedom—to give up keeping horses, and 
ior some little time he was merely a spectator at 
races. is next venture was wich Au- 
relian’ in the Findon stable, but the 
change from Mr. Parr to William 
Goater brought scarceiy any alteration 
of luck. In fact, such an unlucky career 
would have caused manva beginner with less 
pluck to give over. But the Duke of Newcastle 
was not the person to retire from an arena 
where distinctions are to be gaiped without 
making every effort to atiain them; and as Mat 
Dawson happened to be at liberty, through re- 
signing the service of Mr. Merry, his Grace en- 
‘gared him. The tirst victory of the new trainer 
was with Julius, at Winchester. 

‘The Duke’s passion led to most disastrous re- 
sults. In 1860 the aristocratic neighborhood of 
Carlton Gardens witnessed an unusual scene. 
Ihe stone walls of one of the largest mansions 
on Carlton House terrace were defaeed by the 
vulgar posters of an auctioneer, and its massive 
doors were thrown open, not at the bidding of 
its master, but through the inexorable mandate 
of the law; and not to the customary bign-bred 
visitors of that refined locality, but to a mixed 
aud curious crowd, embracing the rich 
and the poor, the speculator and the 
idler, the swell and the snob Up and 
down the broad stone steps and magnificent 
staircases passed and repassed groups of men 
and women unusual to the scene,’’—brokers, 
boarding-house keepers, stout landladies, sec- 
ond-hand dealers, hook-nosed, sharp sporting 
men, and any number of female Toodieses,— 
bent upon securing bargains, and eager to bid 
for anvthing, from a court suit to a coal-scuttle, 
that might be found handy to have im the house. 
Iu the spacious rooms, which the rough hands 
of the auction porters were able to entirely di- 
vest of their natural air of refinement and ele- 
gance, statesmen, peers, and fashionables of 
both sexes Were hustied and elbowed by the 
common rabble, and pressel and persecuted to 
their evident disgust by persistent commission 
men with dirty shirts, dirticr hands, and large 
diamond pins. Evergwihere, outside the man- 
siou and inside, from garret to cellar, from din- 
ing-room to stable, was told the tale of the final 
ruin of its owner, the young Duke of Newcastle. 

‘The story of how the voung Duke lost his for- 
tune is worth telling, evea if sore recapitula- 
tion is necessary. In 1861, when Earl of Lin- 
colu, he married Henrietta Adeia Hope, the 
daurvhter of a wealthy banker, and a very bean- 
tuul girl. The Earl was then 31 years of age, 
but he had already given evidence of the evil 
passion that occasioned his disaster. He was at 
that time in debt deeply enongh to render a 
temporary residence on the Continent desirable, 
and to create an obstacle to his inclination for a 
settled lile. These facts were communicated to 
Mr. Hove, whose own domestic lite had not 
been without its trials, and he at once soucht au 
interview with the Karl. How much do you 
owe in all?’ inquired the banker. Forty-five 
thousand pounds will cover my debts,’ was the 
reply of the Earl. Is that all?” exclaimed 
Mr. Hope in some surprise; “then it is easily 
arranged,” and he wrote a check for the amount. 
Prudent fathers may pow maintain that the be- 
stowal of this sum upon a young spendthrilt was 
not half so censurable as the risking a daughter's 
future bappiness by a uvion with one who had 
thus early evinced his incapacity to resist the al- 
lurements of those arch tempters. gambling and 
debt; but it must be remembered that the Earl 
had a rich Dukedom at his back, and that a di- 
vided bouse was not the most desirable home 
fora young and beautiful daughter. Few mor- 
alizing parents would have hesitated under such 
circumstances. ‘The aristocratic lovers were 
wedded, and neither the breath of envy nor the 
vet more poisonous tongue of the self-righteous 
Pharisee had ventured to hint that thev have 
not been a united and affectionate couple. 

In 1864 the Earl succeeded to the Dukedom, 
his heir, the present Earl of Lincoln, having 
been born the same year. Married life and tie 
alluresi@ots of a home brightened by infancy 
were not sufficient to cure the Duke of his pas- 
sion for the excitement of the turf. As soon as 
he found himself master ot the noole fortune 
and vast estates attached to the Dukedom he 


launched out into the most extravagant specula- 


tions in borseflesh., and was at once surrounded 


by the leeches and blacklegs wao have of late years 
disgraced the English turi. The result was 
easy to foresec.

It was reported yesterday that freight room to 
New York was being freely offered at We per 
100 ibs on grain, with few takers. The recent 
favorable weather has enabled the railroad offi- 
cials to clear their tracks, and they are now able 
to trausact a larger business than heretofore. 
Through rates to Liverpool are understood to be 
about 45c per 100 Ibs on grain. 

Grain received yesterday will have been in store 
49 days on April 15 (unless taken out previous- 
ly). The storage during that time wili be 2%c, 
while the storage charge on grain stored during 
the whole winter will be 4c. Hence current re- 
ceipts command a premium over regular, when 
parties desire to carrv the grain against May 
contracts, and corn is being bougbt for the lat- 
ter purpose, buyers being willing to pay fully 
ge premium for the former as compared with 
the latter. About Ne of difference is noted in 
oats, while wheat is not much affeeted. The 
lower grades of wheat are, bowever, bought on 
the basis of Ie storage, and anything over 
that has to be subtracted from the sel ling price 
unless otherwise specified. 

The leading produce markets were rather 
tame yesterday, except oats, which were some- 
what excited. The cause of the flurry could 
not be definitely ascertained; but it was believed 
to be simply a consequence of an effort on the 
part of one or two operators to put up prices lu 
order to realize. The receipts bave been quite 
light recently, and if there be a big short inter- 
esta littie additional pressure might cause a 
material advance. In other departments there 
was more disposition to await developments. 
The Lenten season bas just begun, and the con- 
suinption of hog meat will be much less be- 
tween now and Easterthan at other times in 
the year; hence some Were fearful that the de- 
maud may slacken. In breadstuffs the markets 
were sustained by the fact of rather/ light re- 
ceipts, firmness in wheat at Liverpool find- 
ing an offset in the reports from 
California to the effect that a gooa crop is ex- 
pected there. The visible supply of wheat ap- 
pears to be slowly decreasing, and a good many 
operators would invest but that they regard the 
market as artificially buoyed up by Wall street 
support, which may be withdrawu at any mo- 
ment. The latest rumoristo the effect that 
the ranks of the wheat longs have recently 
been reinforced by a junction with the firm that 
controlled wheat bere last July, and those who 
believe the rumor expect that the deal will be 
carried still higher. It is not necessary, bow- 
ever, that a man should always exert himself in 
one and the same direction. 


The market for domestic and foreign dry 


goods was fairly active for the season. Jobbers 
report that their sales for January and February 
will show an increase over the corresponding 
months of last year of fully 10@15 per cent. 
Prices display positive firmness. Grocerics are 
moving with more freedom than is usual to the 
season, and were steady in price. Dried fruits. 
canned goods, and fish met with a liberal de- 
mand, and ruled firm at previous quotations. 
No changes were noted in leather, bagging, oils, 
and coal. Butter was easy. Cheese remained 
firm. 

Lumber was in fair request and steady. 
The interior dealers are ordering a good deal of 
lumber, usually dry stuff, and the local business 
continues to improve. The wool, broom-corn, 
and hay markets were unchanged. Sectls were 
in better request and stronger, especially the 
best grades of timothy, the offerings of which 
were not large. Hay was steady under a lair 
local inquiry, with the receipts below the recent 
average. The demand for potatoes was light 
and the supply ample. Poultry was in fair local 
request and a shade easier under larger offerings, 
excepting fine, young turkeys. Eegs were firmer.

Centennial Celebration of His Headlong 
Ride. f 


7 New York Sun, Feb. 28. 


Yesterday was a great day for Greenwich and 
the State of Connecticut. From ac early hour 
the trains both ways on the New Haven Rail- 
road were crowded with visitors to witness the 
one hundredth, anniversary of Gen. Israel Put- 
nam’s daring ride down the rocks at Horse 
Neck, and his subsequent escape trom the 1,500 
English and Tories who pursued him. The exact 
date of the General’s feat was Feb. 26, 1779, but 
the Connecticut people resolyed to lump Wash- 
ington’s birthday and the Putnam anniversary 
by giving a joint celebration wortby of both the 
heroes. The public buildings, the principal 
stores, and the private residences of the leading 
citizens, many of them wel!-known New York 
business men, were liberally decorated with 
bunting. The Town-Hall was gay with more 
than one hundred parti-colored flags from the 
yacht Mystic. The elegant private residences 
of Mr. Rockafellar, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, of Prof. william G. Peck, A. Foster 
Higgins, and other citizens, were elaborately 
adorned with the national colors iu all sorts of 
appropriate designs. Salutes of cannon and 
the ringing of bells at suprise began the com- 
memoration. 

By 11 o’clock there were fully 5,000 persons in 
the streets. Prominent among the companies 
from abroad were the Putnam Phalanx of Hart- 
ford, a body of 100 solid business men, after the 
pattern of the Old Guard of New York. They 
wore resplendent uniforms of blue and buff, 
with yellow waistcoats and enormous brass- 
mounted epaulets. Their appearance was 
greeted with loud applause. 

The procession was more than half a mile 
long, and as it wound through the thronged 
streets of the picturesque village the sight was 
an animated one. Putnam avenue, a broad, 
macadamized street, covered with snow. was 
the route followed as far as the famous cliffs, 
down which Old Put“ dashed a century ayo. 
At this point the modern roadway has been 
blasted through the rocky descent, and leads 
downward at en angie of 40 degrees throuvh a 
deep cut into the broad and beautiful plain be- 
low. In order to get a better view of th. 
historic spot, the cavalcade turned.to the left 
into a roundabout path which skigts the foot of 
the hill. The spot where Puffiam is said to 
heve gone over the rocks is about 100 feet to 
the south of this, and where the rocks are fully 
150 feet in hight. No horseman couid descend 


and killing the horse. In Revolutionary days, 
however, a flight of rough stone steps led down 
the billside, and belped to break the General's 
descent. ‘lhe ground is now steep and broken, 
and nothing but a mass of huge and uneven 
rocks, covered with moss and imbedded in turf, 
remains. 

The Second Congregational Church, in which 
the exercises were beld, is a large handsome 
stone structure. Ihe pulpit Was banked up with 
a pyramid of flowers. 

Gen. Hawley sat at one end: of the front row 
on the platform, his gray hair and mustache 
slightiy ruffled, and tapped his gold-headed 
cane on the floor before nim. Marshall Jeweil, 
who contested the recent Senatorial fight with 
the Géneral, sat on the opposite corner of the 
same seat. Prois. Beck and Van Amringe, of 
Columbia College, the President oi the day, 
the Hon. Oliver Hoyt, and William H. Putna.a, 
great-cranusou of Gren. Putnam, occupied seats 
on the platform. But the guest who excited 
the most curiosity was J. H. Merritt, of St. 
Catherine’s, Canada, a lineal descendant of the 
Tory trooper who chased ‘* Oid Put” over the 
cliff, and came within an ace of putting a ball 
through him. Mr. Merritt is a genial, white- 
haired gentleman of about 50, and bears a 
striking resemblance to Josh Billings, the 
humorist. The soldiery formed ip the body of 
the church, and the crowding thousands 
speedily filled the aisles, side seats, and gal- 
leries.. There were fully 3,000 people within the 
walls. ö 

As an appropriate beginning, the audience 
rose to their feet and sang America,“ to the 
air God Save the Queen.“ Gen, Nawley 
joined in the anthem with great fervor, beating 
time with hig goid-headea cane, while the lineal 
descendant of the man who came so near kill- 
ing Old Put“ sang the familiar old air with 
the zest and relish of a loval Briton. 

The Rey. Charles R. Treat, pastor of the 
church, read the text in eleven verses from 
which, 100 years ago, the Chaplain of a Conti- 
nental regiment lying near that spot had 
preached a Thanksgiving sermon to the troops. 
The text began: 

The Lora has triumphed gloriously. The horse 
and rider has Je cast into the sea. 

Col. H. W. Hoyt, the historian of the meet- 
ing, said that im 1778 Gen. Putnam had been re- 


afterwards assigned to the command of the 
forces in Connecticut. He had the two brigades 
of the Convecticut line, one brigade of New 
Hampshire troops, an additiondl regiment of 
infantry, and one of the four regiments ol 


about six miles south from Danbury, From this 
point he supervisedſthe military operations in 
the State and maintained communication with 
the Continental forces on the Hudson. De- 
tachments were stationed at advantageous 
points, and one of his most important outposis 
was located in the vicinity of Greenwich. 


daye evening, Feb. 25, 1779, a marauding expe-

son and bis companions to give warning to the 
few troops then in Greenwich. Col. Aoidridge, 
of Hartford County, was in command of the 
outpost. Putnam haa only arrived in the village 
afew days before. The small body of Aimeri- 
cans were posted across the road on the emi- 
nence south of the Congregational Church. 
They had three small cannon without horses or 
drag-ropes. In the van of Tryon’s forces rode 
Delaucev's corps, composed of Tories from 
Westchester County. They ch at a gallop, 
and the Americans withdrew from the field. 
Putnam started on his horse for Stamford to 
obtain reinforcements, pursued by the enemy's 
dragoons. Nearer and nearer to the old hero 
they came, every one ambitious of the glory of 
being the captcr of so distinguished a General 
in the rebel service, Thomas Merritt, of West- 
chester County, was nearest to Putnam, who, on 
reaching the top of the break-neck acclivity, 
spurred his horse down the terrible descent 
amid a volley of bullets from the epraged 
enemy. The precise int at which Putnam 
and bis charger went down the precipice is in 
doubt. One tradition places it to the northeast 
of the old church, another about 100 feet above 
the church. Which ever course it was, the 
rough riders that followed him dared not take 
it. ‘The British scattered througn the town, 
plundering and carousing. 

The poem, by 8. 12 of Bridgeport, 
was thirty-two stanzas in length, occupied twen- 
ty minutes in delivery, and was again and again 
interrupted by storms of cheers from the entire 
audience, One stanza ran: 


van, 

With fifteen hundred stout dragoons, to capture 
one brave man! 

The hero wheels; one thought, one piunge, sheer 
to the vale beneath: 

Good God! ery the astounded foe, ‘* he leaps 
unto hisdeath!"’ 


Now thick and fast as leaden rain the marderous 
bolts are sped; 

They vainly pierce the old cocked hat, but spare 
the tough od head; 

Sure-footed steed, brave-hearted man, together 
safe at last: 

Well done, tremendous deed! thank God! the 
crisis hour is past! 

The oration by Gideon Hollieter, Esa., of 
Litchfield. was a critical analysis of the life and 
character of Old Put.“ 

In the parlors of the Tracy House, in which 
Putnam tay when he was aroused just in time 
to escape from the British, were gathered a bevy 
of rosy-cheeked young ladies, attired in Martha 
Washington costumes, and presided over by 
Miss Annie Warner. They were charged with 
the duty of exhibiting old-time relics to sight- 
seers. A flint-lock musket bad belonged to 
Putnam. A sabre, with an eagle's head in Ger- 
man silver on the hilt, bore the name of Gen. 
Meade. ‘There were half a dozen warming-pans 
dating back to 1776. The largest belonged to 
Prof. Will:am G. Peek. There was a venerable 
chair in which Charles IL. is said to have sat, and 
a venerable smoked-beef and coild-slaw cutter 
bore the immortal name of * Washington!“ 
The ladies readily acknowledged that the 
chair bad been reseated since the Merry Mon- 
arch occupied it, but adhered unswervingly to 
the identity of the cold-slaw cutter. 

Three hundred guests sat down to the banquet 
at the Lennox House. ' 

Ine lineal descendants of “Old Put“ sat op- 
posite the lineal descendant of the Tory that 
chased him. ‘There was a mince-pie between 
them. When each had eaten his way to the 
middie, the Chairman, amid tremendous cheers, 
called on them for speeches. 

Mr. Putnam said: 

Mr. Chairman—I am not a speaker. I came 
here to see and be seen.“ [Loud laughter. | 

Then Mr. Merritt was calied on. He rose and 
said that he did uot understand exactiy how it 
was that his venerable ancestor got so near the 
General, and yet didn’t catch him {laughter}. 
He had heard his grandfather ascribe it to some 
pesky deacon who got wind of the thing a quar- 
ter of an hour beforehand, and went and gave 
Putnam warning. All honor to the deacon. 
| Laughter and applause.| He would say this, 
however, that his great grandfather, iv speaking 
of Gen. Putnam, in after life, had alwavs said 
that he was a brave solder, an honest man, and 
that although be (Merritt’s grandfather) then 
felt it to be his duty to bis King to fight against 
Patvam, and take himif posdible, yet be always 
honored and respected the old hero, aud never 
regretted to his dying day that he didn’t catch 
him afterall. Mr. Merritt sat down amid pro- 
longed cheers and hearty laughter.

Her Money. 


Acid Phosphates, Barbed-Wire Fenees, New Suits, 
and Other Interesting Articles. 


A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior 
Court by Clarissa Emery against O. W. Clapp 
and Julia I. Emery as administrators of the es- 
tate of David W. Emery, deceased, to enforce a 
trust against the estate of the decedent. She 
says that in November, 1871, her busband, Will- 
iam 8. Emery, died, leaving her as his sole dev- 
isee of an estate worth $19,277.39. Being una- 
ble to do it herself, she gave her son, David A., 
power of attorney to take care of the estate, 
collect debts, etc. He was to act as her trustee, 
and. pav her asum equal to 7 per cent on the 
money in his hands and keep the overplus as a 
compensation for bis services, The estate was 
converted into money, and complainant and her 
son came to Chicago. Here the procecds were 
judiciously invested, and at the time of David's 
death, in July, 1878, the principal and interest 
amounted to $20,017. This profit was made in 
grain trausactions in Chicago and Milwaukee, 
David's partuer being O. W. Clapp, one of the 
administrators. A short time prior to his 
death David had balanced his books and showed 
a balance of $15,365.96 in his hands belonging to 
his mother, besides $1,130 on deposit in the 
Merchants’ Nationa! Bank, and $400 in gold also 


belonging to her. She also alleges that $4,000 
more of ber money was invested in some notes 
held by David, and that he owes her $8,000 for 
board and borrowed money, making the whole 
claim against his estate about $28,000. She 
thinks the most of this can be identified 
as her own estate in Clapp’s hands, and 
that he should not be allowed te administer 
on it or subject it to the payment of any costs, 
but should be compelled at once to turn it over 
to her. The admipistrators admit a balance of 
about $11,000 due ber. She filed her claim in 
the Probate Court, but it was disallowed with- 
out prejudice on the ground that that Court 
had no jurisdiction, and she now files a bill 
setting up the above facts, and asking for an 
account of the amount due her. Allo that Clapp 
may be immediately restrained from speculating 
wi her moneys, or using them in any way, 


that a Receiver may be appointed to take charge 


of the moneys found to belong to ber; and that 
a decree may be rendered in her favor for the 
amount found due. 

BARBED-WIRE FENCES. 


Judge Drummond was engaged all day ves- 
terday in hearing a motion for a preliminary in- 
junction in the two cases of the Washburo & 
Moen Manufacturing Company and the Wash-

ACID PHOSPHATES.

Nickel, to wind up the firm of Murroy & Nickel. 
He says that in September last he and the de- 
fendants went into partnership together to 
manufacture material to be known as 
“Spencer’s Acid Phosphate,” or, as it 
was afterwards called. Murroy & Nickel’s 
Acid Compound,” which was designed to be used 
in baking-powder. Spencer was to contribute 
the secret formula and to have haif the profits, 
and the defendants the necessary capital, and 
to be entitled to the other half of the profits. 
After the business bad been carried on some 
time the complainant became dissatisfied, and 
asked for a settlement and dissolution. The 
defendants, bowever, denied they had made 
any profits and declined to give any account. 
Spencer thinks there must be $1,500 or $2,000 
surplus on band, and he asks for an account 
and a settlement of the affairs of the firm.

Curiousiy enough, we met another queen of 
fashion not long before—ihe Princess Metter- 
pich, Whose name, extravagance, and caprice 
there is scarcely an American not acquainted 
with. She christened the most dreadful sbade 
of green ever inflicted on long-suffering femi- 
nivity. Sire is reported to bave wit and sarcasm 
to a remarkable decree. and Heaven saw fit to 
have ber bora in a noble family and married to 
one of the finest’ gent!emen and most accom- 
plished diplomats of Europe. Heaven was very 
kind, but, while giving all this good fortune, 
denied her to an unlimited extent any claims to 
beauty. She is a moderately tall woman, finely 
and strongly developed, with good shoulders 
und a well Carried head, but she has the widest 
mouth in Christendom and the harshest and 
most rasping voice. Her teeth are big and dis- 
colored. You would say she had twice 
as many as the usual allowance. Her 
nose is rather broad, not handsome. 
Her eyes are dark, and are such as you 
would cali muddy in daylight, though 
even then you would recognize latent possibili- 
ties in them. Her hair is dark brown. Sbe 
wore a full costume of Drown camel’s bair.

I am told 
that the dresses ot the principal personages are 
genuine Japanese, having been purchased at the 
close of the Exhibition by M. Haianzier. Such 
gorgeous gold-embroidered satins and spangied 
gauzes were never before seen off of a Japanese 
screen. The royal group, composed of 
the Mikado, the Princess, and the court- 
buffoon, looks exactiv like a magni- 
fied reproduction of a set of statuettes for an 
etagere. he dances are extremely brilliant 
and characteristic. There is a fan-dance, in 
which the members of the corps de baliet each 
carry two fans, wherewith at a given moment 
they imitate the slow opening and shutting of a 
butterfly’s wings when reposing, and the effect 
is incomparably noveland graceful.

SCOTCH AND IRISH PEERS. 

The Marquis of Tweeddale, who lately suc- 
ceeded his brother in that dignity, retains bis 
seat in the House of Commons, inasmuch as his 
title is in the Peerage of Scotland, and in En- 
giand he is only a commoner. Irish Peers, Lord 
Paimerstgp, for example, very frequently sit in 
the Commons; but Scotch Peers very rarely rep- 
resent English or Irish constituencies, while for 
Scotch they are, of course, iveligiple. The 
number of Scotch Peers who are not Peers of 
the United Kingdom is small, and they are pret- 
ty well provided with seats as representative 
Peers, sixteen of their number being 
elected to serve in every Parliament. So 
far, therefore, as the Scotch Peer- 
age is concerned, there is no great dis- 
satisfaction, but with the Irish it is quite other- 
wise. The Irish representative Peers became 
long since, in the extreme Orange Protestant 
days, entirelv of that complexion in politics, 
and consequently shut the door on any Peer of 
liberal proclivities who essays to enter the ranks 
ot the twenty-eight Irish representative Peers, 
nose members, be it observed, are elected by 
their brother Peers to sit in the fouse of Lords 
for life, and not for a single Parliament, as in 
the case of the Scotch Peers. An Irish Peer of 
liberal politics has thus no chance of sitting in 
Parliament, unless be can persuade an English 
or Scotch constituency to take compassion on 
him, and fewcandothis. But hitherto no relief 
has been afforded them, and a committee of the 
House of Lords, whico sat three years ago to 
consider what couid be done with ihe irish 
Peerage, arrived at no definite solution of the 
difficulty. By the terms of the Act of Union 
there were to be always a hundred Irish Peers, 
exclusive of those bolding also an English Peer- 
age, but of late this number has not been kept 
up, yet nobody complains oi this, the fact being 
thut the class eligibie for the ’eerage don’t care 
to accept a dignity which carries with it no seat 
in the Legisiature. ‘Lhe probabilities seem that 
the Irish Peerage which has decreased, by Peer- 
ages becoming extinct, with extraordinary rapid- 
ity since 1800, and has grown wealthier and 
more reputable, will be gradually absorbed into 
the House of Lords, and that no more Peerages 
of Ireland will be created exept, possibiy, in the

A ROYAL MARRIAGE-SETTLEMENT. 
The Copenbagen correspondent of the Jail 


Mall Gazeie/SendsAhat journal the following 
details of 1% lage contract of Princess 
Thyra, pow Muchess of Cumberland: 

Ihe Duke Cumberland settles upon the 
Duchess an annual revenue of 50,000 reichs- 
mark, or about 2,000 guineas, for ber personal 
use, whica is to be paid in advance by monthly 
installments as long as the marriage lasts. If 
the Duke dies beiore ber Royal Highuess, a sum 
of 150,000 reichsmark (about £7,000) is to be 
paid to the Duchess as first charge on the prop- 
erty belonging to the Duke at the time of his 
death, annualiy and by monthly instailments. 
Besides this amount in cash, the Duchess has 
the right to select such articles in china, copper, 
carpets, bronze, beds, aud other turniture 
as are sullicient to furnish an es- 
tablishment corresponding to ber rank, 
as well as one compiete dinuer- service 
of silver to dine fifty persons, and a suftable 
pumber of carriages, harness, and six horses 
from the Ducal staoles. The Duchess retains 
as personal property her own silver diover- 
service, her jewels, dresses, ornaments, and 
ready money belonging to ber at the time of her 
marriage, as well as of those jeweis, diamonde, 
orpaments, and ready movey of which the Duke 
or other persons may make her a present, and 
of anything of which she mayat any later period 
have become possessed by inheritance. On ihe 
other hand, the jeweis, diamonds, or ornaments 
of which the Duchess has only the right to make 
use, aud which belong to the Royal Hauoveriau 
family, are, at the death of the Duke, to be re- 
turned to the said Royal Hanoverian family. 
With regard to euch gifts or presents as 
may have been presented to the Duke and 
the Duchess conjointiy,- the Duchess has 
the right to choose one-half,’ or to claim 
half the value in cash at the moment 
of the death of the Duke. In case the 
Duchess dies before the Duke, and there should 
be no living children or direct heirs left, the sil- 
ver service, jewels, diamonds, parares, clothes, 
and Other personal property belonging to the 
Duchess at the time of her death, revert to the 
King of Denmark, or to his successor and heirs, 
unless her Royal Highness has by will otherwise 
disposed of part or of the whole. The King of 
Denmark undertakes to submit to the Danish 
Chambers a law granting tothe Buchess a capital 
sum of 120.000 crowns (about £7,000), which is to 
be invesied in the name of her Royal Highoess, 
and which, in case of her deata, is to revert to 
the Danish Excbequer. It is expressly stipu- 
lated that neither the Duke nor the Duchess is 
silowed to contract debts. Should, however. 
either of the high contracting parties contract 
debts, the Duke is not respousibie for those of 
the Duchess, nor vice versa, nor can iu any case 
the revenue of the Duchess be rendered liable for 
any debts contracted.”’

Advice for Ladies. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHIcaGgo, Feb. 26.—Ladies should wear two 
suits of sott flannel underwear, continuous from 
the shoulders to the feet, without bands about 
the waist, instead of skirts, to protect the body 
from cold and the frequent changes which occur 
in this climate. Shoes large enough far the feet, 
with thick soles, should be worn until June. 
Walking shoes for winter should be lined witn 
fur or flanne! to insure warmth, instead of wear- 
ing rubbers, which induce perspiration and a 
teudency to catch cold. A partMl bath with salt- 
water at 55 degrees should be used each day 
upon rising, or at li o'clock. <A soap and water 
bath is needed once a week. It shouid be warm, 
und taken in a warm room. ‘Ihe clothing (in 
winter more than in summer) is loaded with w- 
sensible perspiration, and needs frequent 
changes. That worn during tue day should 
hangin fresh air at night, and vice versa. From 
one to Loree hours should be svent in the open 
air each day to ge: the strength necessary 
to protect the body from sickness. The blova 
is loaded with impurities which Nature would 
throw off by breathing a sufficient quantity of 
pure ozonous air. Where this is impossibie, 
it should be supplied in sufficient quantity, in- 
stead of resorting to medicises, to restore what 
is Nature's prerogative to do. Ihe dress shou'd 
be light, and in no way restrict the chest. or 
fullest and freest respiration. The stooping 
posture in sitting should be avoided, and the 
natural curve of the spine maintained. Instead 
of extending parks aud boulevards, the author- 
ities of this dirty city shouid cause to be erected 
and preserved in working order a public bath 
in each park at least, where the poor could have 
the privilege of being clean once a week. Bath- 
houses are as necessary as churches and school- 
houses, and will, When the laws of bygiene are 
understood, become as general. Wesley said 
that cleanliness was next to godliness, aud we 
say that it prepares the way for it.

Chicago’s First Hanging. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Quincy, Feb. 25.—The Sunday’s Tarone of 
the 23d contained a list of the dherifls of Cook 
County. The allusion to the Urst “ hanging 
in Chicago has again set my recollection-mill 
agoing, and I will give you a few reminiscences 
of that eVent. I may not get precise dates, but 
shall be near enough for all practical purposes. 

Karly in 1840, 1 think, great cxciiement was 
caused by the murder of a Mrs. Thompson, in 
the north part of the then Cock County, per- 
baps now a part of Lake Counts. Thompson 
had been a soldier at “the garrison,”’ and his 
wite was well known in Caicago as a woman of 
good character, but very masculine iu appéar- 
ance an brave as Moliie Pitcher. ü 

John Stone, a very giaut iu size and physical 
development, who was chopping wood near 
where her body was found, was arrested, tried, 
and convicted as her murderer. 

Where the body was found showed plain evi- 
dence that the brave, strong woman had made a 
determined battle for lite. ‘lhe trial was befave 
Judge Vearson, ip the Saloon Building, now 
Tnter-Ccean office. The evidence was entirely 
circumstantial, but of the strongest character. 

I was at the time a boy in a printing office in 
the west half of what was Chicago’s first public 
hall, and therefore saw and heard a great deal 
of that exciting episode of Chicago’s early his- 
tory. 

Stone was ably defended, and every effort was 
made by his counsei to save his life. 

‘The hauging took place in September, (away 
out on the prairie,” in the near vicinity of Thir- 
ty-first strect and South Park avenue. Of 
course I was there, as seemed to be everybody 
else. My curiosity to sce anv more people 
hung by the neck until they were dead“ was 
completely satiated. Nearly forty years have 
passed, but the recoliection of the dull thud 
and the twitching of that white-robed figure 
thus expiating his crime makes me shiver as I 
write. 

Isaac R. Gavin, the Sheriff, was a tall, gen- 
teel, warm-hearted Irishman, who showed more 
agitation and distress as the executioner of the 
law than did the criminal about to be exe- 
cuted. 

Stone „died game.“ and asserted his inno- 

cence on the scaffold, which no one believed, for 
it was an unprovoked and cruci crime, to con- 
cea! beastly lust. 
Chicago did not then contain very much of 
“Te modern bummer element, but the scenes 
around that scaffold were such as to cause a 
strong feeling ior a law forbidding public execu- 
tious. a 

Ihe whole affair partook very much more of 
the ludicrous than of the tragic, as faras the 
thousands who witnessed it were concerned.

Now, this is what 
railroads have done. It eost us to New York 
by stage 850 for fare, $20 for food, and $20 for 
time, as we used ten days, which, at $2 per day, 
would amount to that,—m all, 500. Now 
railroad monopol and Pullman and other sleep- 
lug rar companies’ mondpolics come along and 
land us in New York iu fiue condition conrpara- 
tively for, let us see what: Fare to New York, 
regular ticket, good until used, $22; sleeper, 
85, a meal at La Porte, and, by the way, one ol 
the best meals to be had between here and New 
York by that route, 75 cents; Cleveland and 
Syracuse two meals more, $1.50, in all $2.25 for 
meals, or 3.9.25 to New York. as agaiust the 
But this is not all there is of the 
benefits of this “‘maonopoly.”” We have saved 
over eight days of time. This, at only 82 per 
day, makes $16. Deduct this from 8290.3, and 
wo have 8185 left. But now, as we wish to 
bite our own noses, practice economy, and at 
the same. time punish the sleepmg-car com- 
panies, We step into the vet good common car, 
as R. G. did ine past year. and now we-find we 
can take $5 from the .$13.25, which leaves $3.25. 
Yet turther, to get ‘“a dig at the railroad mo- 
novoly, we go to a scalper, as they are called, 
and we getathrough ticket to New York for 
818. This $4 saved deducted from the 88.25, 
and we find we get to New York for $4.25. 

Still another reauction cau be made, as we 
wish yet further to punish the monopolies of 
eatlug-houses,“ and we take our lunch along 
and get to New York for food on 31 instead of 

2.5. 

ihus, when we have reached the ultimate so- 
lution of this vast railroad swindle, we find that 
we actuaily get to New York from Chicago for 
$5.5 as against $70 bv stage. 

But monopolies have cver existed, and why 
sivgle out this one to regulate by law? 4 
Stewart and Field, Leiter & Co. are-monopotlies. 
These have made more money, and are worth 
more perhaps, than the Pullman Company. Why 
not regulate the price of tabe bylaw? Why 
not! ‘ibe fact is, competition does it. Yet 
enterprise, Management, aud energy will suc- 
ceed in aimnass.ing colossal fortunes. 

Just as legitimately, and as much for the pub- 
lic benefit as we have shown, Pullman & Co.

During the war he commanded the Sixteenth 
Division of the Army of the Loire, and has 
shown his energy and courage at Patavy and 
Mans. Elected as Deputy soon after, he re- 
signed to follow bis sailing aspirations, and, in 
1870, he refused to be a candidate for the Sen- 
ate from the Basses-Pyrcaées district. 

lhe other members of the Cabinet are 
known. 

Now, we have full confidence in the Wadding- 
ton Ministry, and we hope it will have a long 
aiministration. All the elements of success 
are in this Ministry; what conciliates the Right 
und Left of the Republican party has been 
happily chosen, and we hope that there will net 
be any of those repeated changes which may 
tire public opinion.

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The North Side Terror. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Feb. 26.—The Nortn side throws 
itself eagerly into your ** Voice of the People“ 
for redress. Would that this voice could have 
for the occasion the roar oi a fog-horn, and fall 
upon the immense ear of the street railway 
company witha concussion that might make 
its drum rattie asthe windows of the rickety 
cars do. With the exception of a St. Louis 
omnibus on their cobble-stone pavement, there 
is perhaps no den of torture known equal to a 
North Division street-cars These are reported 
to be the first ones ever made and run upon a 
line in America. They are as dirty as they are 
old, and there is not one in use where there 
should be a dozen. A North Side street-car, 
starting from Madison street, is a sight that 
makes the policeman at the crossing, the cotton- 
chewing man on the barrel, and even. the corn 
doctor in the corner window weep. The familiar 
blind man, with both legs off, has even been 
known to forget for a moment his own afilic- 
tion and the rain of pennies, and how! in sym- 
pathy. It isarule of the people controlling the 
line that 100 people must be packed in a box 
where possibly fiity shadows could ride without 
cursing the day they were bora by putting their 
arms out of the window aad heels under the 
seats. The packing of these human sardines 
from 5 to half-past 6 every evening saows a skill 
equal to the French process with the fisb. 
Seventy-five victims fill the box so that the 
seventy-sixth stands on the threshold; twenty- 
four more must go in uoder the regulations. 
The brawny conductor—no weak ones are al- 
lowed on tais line—takes the last man as a 
**tamper,’’ plants his own head against thesmall 
of the latter’s back, tis fect against the iron tail- 
board, and. shouting, Make room forrard 
there,“ straightens out. There is a wail at the 
front, bitten off in its tirst syllable, a cracking as 
of corsets and ribs, and the seveuty-six wrecks 
are in a state of stupefied compactness, 
from which they cannot recover before the 
twenty-four are jammed ia and the door shut. 
The horses are then started ona run, as each 
car must do the work of a dozen, and be back 
as soon as possible. And then slow time would 
suffocate half the cargo. By the time the hali- 
way varn ts reached, the air in the reeking box 
has developed as many wonderful perce as 
could be found under a diving-bell in the Chi- 
cago River. But the stables, placed half way 
on the route for the adjotuing residence-owners 
to grow gray-headed over, are a blessing iu dis- 
guise. Ihe teams are exchanged, the employes 
jump off to inquire about each other’s families, 
and ali of the miserable inmates who have ar- 
rived within walking distaoce of home stagger 
olf to the bosom of their families. Fortunately 
for the health ot the locality but ope car is ever 
visible on the horizon at the same time. If 
three should be opened simultaneousiy the 
stench might breed a pestilence. Many of 
our unfortunate North-Siders are growing 
gray without ever having felt of one 
of the Company's delightful rag-covered seats. 
Only the fleet of foot, who are able to antici- 
pate the cars three blocks from their turning- 
point, enjoy that privilege. 

How long, O bow long, is the cry of this suf- 
fering side of the city to continue? The South 
or the West portions would not have stood it a 
week. Noone would dare to continue sach an 
outrage in even sleepy St. Louis. Porky Cin- 
cinnati will not let a fare be charged unless a 
seat is furnished. A lot of dogs cooped up in 
the same manner as North-Siders are every dar 
could not go three blocks without being 
stopped by the Humane Society. Even the 
newsboys are in the habit of puinting at the 
unhappy crowd and yelling, “See them sar- 
dmes. Say, boss, room for one on the brake.“ 
and other remarks calculated to make good 
men feel wicked, and wicked ones to ponder 
whether they would be allowed to select a North 
Side jarv and plead momentary insanity if they 
should fall upon the Directory, hike Joshua the 
son of Nun upou Amelek. 

The last straw to break the North Side camel's 
back is the svstem of bells. instead of having 
one to mean stop and two togo ahead, as ou 
every other road in existence, one means both 
on this line ot terror. ‘The result is an appalling 
list ot insanity among the drivers, and more 
swear words among the passengers than stocked 
the army in Flanders. A number of passengers 
invisible to each other in the jam and situated 
at different points along the strap wish to get 
off at the same street. One forward pulis, and 
tne driver lias just mounted the break, when 
some one else turther back gives another pull. 
fhe brake is released. and some confiding fat 
mau, who is just stepping off the platform to 
give egress irom the interior, is thrown on his 
beam ends and made miseratie.

The Eagle Deposed from the Standard of 
France.

The French Republic has adopted a new crest, 
a laurel wreath with a dart of gold, instead of 
the ancient bird which led Rome, and Napoleon, 
and fortis Etruria to victory. The eagie has 
had a long history as a military emblem, and it 
seems almosta pity the Republic sees fit to 
change such an honorable and martial symbol. 
Before the embroidered raven flea@® flapping its 
wings, as people believed,on the flag of the 
Nortumen who took up the blood feud of Rag- 
nar Lodbrog, the eagic of the Tenth Legion had 
lighted on the white coast of Albion. Ihe eagle 
superseded the lark (alauda) which the soldiers 
raised in Gaul bore tor their cognizance. The 
bird of Jove swaliowed ud, as Aaron’s rod ewal- 
lowed the serpents, the various birds and beasts 
which were the crests of the tribesmen who, in 
the earlier days of Rome, formed the militia of 
the Republic. The eagle outlived the wood- 
pecker of the Piceni, tue wolf of the Hiroint, 
the bean- flow er which the Fabii may have borne 
as the . carried the biossom of ihe 
broom, and M each Scotch cian has its badge. 
heather, bracken, St. John’s wort, or a branch 
of yew. As the tribal gods aud heroes were 
merged in the growing power of Rome, so the 
ancient standards, the crow of Corvinus, the 
sow of Alba, the ox, and all other creatures 
that, as legend declared, had led the various 
tribes on the great migrations of the var sacrum, 
1 to tne eagie of the Eternal City. 
the bi has had, perhaps, of all animals, the 
most distiuguished heraldic career. When 
the Roman Empire, like its own god Janus, 
began to look both ways, aud turned a 
face to the. east from Byzantium. to 
the west from Rome, the two- 
headed eagle became the imperial cogui- 
zance. Wien Byzantium fell. — ciaim-
